VANCOUVER, Feb. 22.— Like a 
thunderbolt out of the blue comes the 
news that tho Canadian Pacific ruil- 
way is likely to begin the construc- 
tion of a line this spring over ;ho 
Hope mountains. A great fight be- 
tween the Canadian road and the 
Great Northern Is pending. A decis- 
ion that J. J. Hill will not be allowed 
to enjoy any monopoly of the prospec- 
tive through tratlic between Van- 
couver and the Kootonaya via the rich 
Simllkameen and Okanagau districts 
has been definitely reached. 

Both companies have completed 
their location surveys over the Hope 
mountains. The C, P, It., it seems, 
has been more successful than its 
American rival in securing a low 
gradient across the summit. In Mon- 
treal next week the board of directors 
WlH reach a decision as to when con- 
struction work shall start. It is Hot 
improbable that operations will bo 
commenced simultaneously on both 
sides of the summit. 

The C. P. R, location survey was 
completed a few days ago. The mem- 
bers of the engineering party, in 
charge of W. I. Bassett, a well known 
railway engineer, readied here yester- 
day. It is understood that a maximum 
gradient of 2.2 per cent, going West 
has been secured. This is a lower 
gradient than that so far secured by 
the American road. The proposed lino 
will cross the mountains at a higher 
elevation. Going east from Coque- 
halla summit, a maximum grade i of 
one per cent, has been secured all tho 
way to Penticton, at the foot of Okan- 
agan lake, a distance of 130 mliea. 
Two years, it is stated, will see the 
completion of a direct C. P. K. line 
between Hope and the Kootenays. Tho 
Fraser river will be bridged at or be- 
low Hope, and connection made with 
the main line. 

The C. P. R. route from Hope, a 
point In Fraser river valley west of 
the Hope mountains, is across the 
mountains to Coquehdlla summit, 
thence down the Coldwater river, u 
distance of thirteen miles, then over 
a low divide to Otter creek and on 
into the fertile Slmilkameen district. 
From Penticton the line will cross a 
summit, and proceeding via the west 
fork of Kettle river reach the C. P. R. 
branch line now in operation as far 
west as Midway. 

Work on V., V. & E. 

Construction work on tho V., V. & 
E. railway west of Princeton was 
commenced this week. A start on the 
section west of the Hope mountains 
between Abbottsford and Hope will 
bo made about March 8. Both con- 
tracts, of eighteen and fifty-one mites, 
respectively, have been awarded to 
Messrs. J. W, Stewart & Co. 

Various details In connection with 
the big undertaking were discussed 
here yesterday at a conference be- 
tween A. H. Hoagland, chief engineer 
of th Great Northern, Alex. Stewart, 
of Seattle, assistant chief engineer, 
and J. H. Kennedy, chief engineer of 
uir f v„ v. & E. railway. Messrs. 
Hoagland and Stewart then decided to 
abandon the idea of making a partial 
Inspection of the route In the vicinity 
of Chllllwack. They returned to 
Seattle last night. Mr. Kennedy lias 
notified the contractors to rush tho 
work us fast us possible. 

At the Princeton end a steam shovel 
and a big gang of men are grading the 
approach to a 1,050 foot tunnel, which 
will be driven during the coming sum- 
mer. This work Is embraced In a 
three-mile sub-contract recently 
awarded to Fred Wilson. Beyond, and 



In the order given, sub-contracts have 
also been lot lor a distance of eight 
miles. D. McPhee secured one mile, 
and Jas. Welch three miles, while four 
miles have been awarded to Madden 
& HaukinsOn. Seven additional miles 
going west, and bringing tho work to 
the summit of tho Hope mountains, 
aro likely to bo awarded within a 
few weeks. From tho summit to tho 
western slope of tho Hope mountains 
at Hope tho distance is only twenty- 
ono miles. 

The sub-contracts Cor the fifty-one 
lrille section between Abbottsford and 
Hope through tho Fraser river valley 
will bo awarded in all likelihood before 
another fortnight ellipses. Tho bids 
of various bub-eontructors are now 
being considered by J. W, Stewart & 
Co. Tho first work to be undertaken 
on the western soctlon will bo done at 
Hope, where a htg steam shovel will 
bo placed In commission. Grading 
gangs will bo busily employed there 
within the next fortnight. A big con- 
signment of plant and horses is on tho 
way from Spokane to Abbottsford. Mr. 
Kellotti superintendent of construction 
for Stewart it Co., will reach Abbotts- 
ford before the end of tho week.

OTTAWA, Feb, 22.— Tho board of 
police commissioners this afternoon at 
a special mooting accepted the resig- 
nation of Major S. DeLaronde as chief 
of police and appointed Assistant In- 
spector Alex.

The mooting) took place be- 
hind closed doors, and afterwards an 
official statement was handed out 
whitewashing the ex-chief and ex- 
pressing appreciation of his work on 
the force.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.— Three 
boys were shot and probably fatally 
injured while several received less se- 
vere wounds today in riots which fol- 
lowed the resumption of service by t Bo 
Phll&aelphla Rapid Transit Co. The 
shooting occurred in attacks an cwfi 
in the northeastern section. 

Market street, the principal business 
throughfare in the heart of tho city 
was tho scene of disturbances all day. 
Cars were stoned, and two policemen 
were roughly handled by a mob of 
several thousand persons. 

\ dozen arrests wore made, and tho 
prisoners were placed in a trolly car 
This was stormed by the mob and two 
of the prisoners escaped. 

Preparations were made by the au- 
thorities to call upon the entire force 
of the state militia if the police to- 
morrow are still unable to cope with 
tho situation. 

A delegation of labor leaders left for 
Washington today to ask senator Pen- 
rose to use his influence for a peace- 
able solution of tlie trouble. 

Members of the State Fcncibles an 
Independent military organization two 
hundred strong, were placed on duty 
today armed with loaded muskets. 
They were detailed in the Kensington 
mill district, in tho northeastern sec- 
tion which is a hotbed of union sym- 
pathizers. In their first skirmish they 
were badly beaten by a mob, which 
paid no attention to the drawn bayon- 
ets and snatched the muskots from 
the hands of the militiamen. 

Members of the Fenclbles, accord- 
ing to Mayor Reyburn, acted as 
though they were on a picnic, allow- 
ing girls in the mill district to wear 
their caps and cut the brass buttons 
off their clothing. At this point a 
group of rioters captured one of tho 
Fenclbles and carried him several 
hundred feet from his post, where 
they stripped him of his coat, hat, 
cartridge bolt and gun and threw him 
into a sewer. 

Tho probably fatally injured boys 
aro John Hughes, 18 years old, shot 
in the neck; John Walter Stab, aged 
15 years; W. D. Collins, 20 years old, 
shot In the groin. All were taken to 
hospital. The former received his in- 
juries late In the afternoon when a 
mob attacked a car at Germantowu 
avenue, below Westmorland street. 
The others were shot during a similar 
attack in tho same section of tho city. 

Labor leaders declared this after- 
noon that there will be no general 
strike at this time. The order for a 
general strike, however, has been sent 
to all trades unions In the city, to bo 
acted upon when It is thought neces- 
sary. ' 

Britain Offers Objections. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. — After sov- 
soveral months' consideration, tho 
British foreign office has returned a 
reply that in general terms is unfavor- 
able to Secretary of State Knox's 
proposition to clothe the high court, to 
bo created as the result of tho Inter- 
national maritime conference at Lon- 
don, with power to arbitrate differences 
between tho powers signatory to tho 
Hague convention. The nature of tho 
British objections cannot yet be learn- 
ed, but it is believed that they aro not 
basic, and tho way may bo opened by 
subsequent negotiations which will 
clear away certain doubts in tho Brit- 
ish mind as to tho scope of the pro- 
posed new court that will result in 
e v e n t u id agreement,

IN NAVY DEBAT 



Speeches of Ordinary Memoers 
Fail to Attract Attention of 
Public — Premier Still Absent 
Because of Illness 



QUEBEC LIBERAL- 
SUPPORTS MEASURE 



Ralph Smith of Nanaimo Of- 
fers Criticism of Opposition 
Course— -Dr. Schaffner Com- 
bats Independence Idea 



OTTAWA Feb. 22.— The naval de- 
bate still wages Its weary way. Next 
Thursday will see tho llrst division, 
according to a statement made by F. F. 
Pardee tonight. Now that the rank 
and file Is placing itself on record pub- 
lic interest in the affair has dwindled 
to tho vanlshinng point, a fact which 
is demonstrated by the public gallery 
lack of attendance. The continued ab- 
sence of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, duo to 
Illness, has played its part. No one 
knows when the premier will return. 
The condition of Mr. Brodeur, the 
originator of the Canadian navy 
Scheme, is far from being satisfactory, 
und Sir Frederick Borden is left in 
sole charge of the scheme. 

L. A. Rivet, of Hochefaga, came out 
strongly for tho Canadian naval pro- 
posals as outlined by tho premier, und 
took a truly French-Canadian fling at 
tho proposals of Mr. Bourassu. 

Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, contro- 
verted the contention of Mr. Cowan, 
of Vancouver, that one object of the 
bill is to bring about a change in the 
relations between the motherland and 
Canada. He quoted from tho British 
North America act with the abject of 
showing that in respect to the matter 
of control Mr. Cowan misrepresented 
tho situation. Mr. Cowan's conclu- 
sions, he said, were drawn for political 
purposes only, and if his own party 
had charge of the naval programme, 
he would not be likely to advance any 
such views. Mr. Smith also dealt 
with the attitude of F. D. Monk. The 
member for Jaquea-Cartier, he said, 
hud criticized British diplomacy. He 
thought that no man who declined to 
spend one dollar on national defence 
had a right to question British di- 
plomacy. Mr. Monk, he said, "should 
have declared himself a year ago, and 
not now. His attitude he described as 
ono of political cowardice. 

Mr. Smith thought that the best pos- 
sible speech in favor of tho naval pol- 
icy of the government could be made 
up of the speeches of members of tho 
opposition made less than ten months 
ago. The people of Canada would 
keep In power men who on an Impor- 
tant question of this kind had consist- 
ently adhered to a policy , which they 
considered to be in the best interests 
of the Empire. Unless the opposition 
could get over its habit of wanting ono 
thing today and another tomorrow it 
was likely to remain for many years 
out of power. The policy of a Cana- 
dian-built navy would develop both our 
national resources and national senti- 
ment. The opposition said it was 
a policy of loaves and fishes. The 
loaves and fishes were not the object 
but the unavoidable result of tho 
policy. 

Mr. Smith in conclusion predicted 
that half a century hence Canadians 
will not 'bo able to understand how^tny 
political party could have been so 
short-sighted as to advocate a policy 
which could but result in Canada go- 
ing .back to the status of a crown col- 
ony for many years to come. 

Dr. Schaffner, tho Sourls man, touch- 
ing upon tho question of Canadian in- 
dependence, said tho influence of tho 
prime minister and his friends would 
never be strong enough to bring about 
a separation between Great Britain and 
Canada. When Canada was in her 
swaddling clothes we wore very glad to 
receive the protection of tho mother- 
land. Now that Canada was of ago, we 
ought to do something for ourselves. 
Some looked to independence as tho 
goal of their ambitions, 'but they were 
fow. The Conservative party and the 
majority of the people looked forward 
to the condition of the Empire. 

FARM HELP S CARCE 

Manitoba Ready to Absorb Far More 
Labor Than Is Likely to 
Bo Available 



WINNIPEG, Fob. 22.— There is such 
a demand for help from all purts of 
tho province that tho provincial gov- 
ernment, immigration oflice and em- 
ployment bureau urges the press to 
assist in securing men. 

Tho provincial immigration super- 
intendent has just returned from a 
trip to the East, whore he has boon 
ascertaining the condition of things 
as far as labor is concerned. 

The superintendent stated that ho 
found the conditions in Ontario and 
Quebec Just as serious as they were 
In Manitoba. Ho stated that some- 
thing had to be dono in order to pro- 
vide the farmers of Manitoba with 
sufficient help for tho spring rush. Bo 
added that a very large number of men 
could be obtained from tho old coun- 
try, and would bo here in good time !f 
ways and means woro adopted to 
secure thorn. 

Besides male help, which was very 
much in demand in the country, there 
was also a demand for at least 2,000 
women. Married couples without 
children are much in demand.

STRIKE NOT LIKELY 



Situation in Regard to Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Paoific Train- 
men's Grievances 



MONTREAL, Fob. 22.— Leading of- 
ficials of tho Grand Trunk and Cana- 
dian Pacific railways say that tho re- 
ports being circulated that a strike of 
the trainmen In their employ Is Im- 
minent, Is absurd. It Is truo that tho 
management of the railroads have boon 
In consultation with committees of tho 
men, and that attempts to arrive at a 
settlement have so far resulted in 
failure, but that does not mean that 
the men aro voting as to whether or 
not they will strike, but that the ques- 
tion to bo decided Is whether or not an 
application shall be made to the min- 
ister of labor for tho appointment of 
a board of conciliation under tho Le- 
mleux act. 

Railway strikes are illegal in Can- 
ada until grievances have been submit- 
ted to such a board, and Its award has 
boon deemed unsatisfactory to either 
of tho parties to the dispute. A num- 
ber of disputes in which railway men 
have been interested have boon sub- 
mitted to boards of conciliation under 
the Lemleux act, and in only ono in- 
stance has the award of the board 
been followed by a strike. That was 
in the case of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company's machinists, some 
throe years ago. In that instance the 
company accepted the board's award, 
but the men refused and only returned 
to work after a strike In which thoy 
wore badly beaten, public sympathy 
not being with them. 

It Is not believed that the trainmen 
would attempt to evade the plain let- 
ter of the law, and that consequently 
there Is no fear of a strike being 
called until after the grievances have 
been submitted to a board of concilia- 
tion.

Legislature Occupied With the 
Consideration of the/Com- 
panies Act and Liquor Li- 
cence Act 



Practically the whole of yesterday 
afternoon was again spent in com- 
mittee work on the clauses of the 
Companies Act and the Liquor Li- 
cence Act. Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
moved that clauses in the latter Act 
providing for licences an boats and 
trains bo struck out. % was sup- 
ported by Dr. McGutre, x who stated 
that there was no necessity for these 
bars, and further that loggers coming 
down from camp on boats often spent 
their money in debauches at the bars 
on their way down. Hon. Mr. Bowser 
defended the section, which carried. 

During the reading of the Compan- 
ies Act there was a warm debate be- 
tween the Attorney-General and Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite, over an amendment 
by the latter to remove all limits for 
amounts on which a workman had 
prior claim for wages against a com- 
pany going into bankruptcy. Tho Act 
states that he shall have a prior claim 
for three months' wages, air. Haw- 
thornthwaite wished to have the res- 
triction to three months removed. 
Hon. Mr. Bowser stated that tho Gov- 
ernment must try to do justice to all 
claimnants, and that a workman 
knowing that tie was only protected 
for three months was noi likely to let 
his wages go behind more than that 
length of time. The amendment was 
defeated. Mr. Hawthornthwaite also 
moved to compel companies going into 
bankruptcy to pay In full as a first 
claim against their assets any amounts 
due under the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act. The Bill demands that thoy 
pay $501), and the Government held 
that this was as much as could bo 
reasonably expected on a first charge, 
and the amendment was voted down. 
The reading of tho bill in Committee 
was completed, with the exception of 
some section held over. 

Act Amended 

Tho Horticulture! Boards Act was 
recommitted and tho sections provid- 
ing for the inspection of herbaceous 
plants, bulbs, etc., were struck out. 
The Attorney-General explained that 
it had been found that the amendment 
would work a hardship on. Victoria 
nurserymen, who would have to send 
their stock to Vancouver for Inspec- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser announced that 
next week he would introduce un 
amendment to the Mechanics' Lien 
Act, securing the wages of workman. 

The Premier re-introduced by mes- 
sage his bill to consolidate and amend 
the Coal Mines Regulation Act. 

Mr. Jardine asked tho Minister of 
Lands: 

How many acres (approximately) oi 
what Is known as the Vancouver Is- 
land Railway Reserve are still vested 
In tho Crown? 

Hon. Mr. Ellison replied: 

"27,200 acres, and 4,500 acres, ap- 
proximately, reverted for taxes."

CABINET PREPARES 

VETO RESOLUTIONS 



r, Balfour in Speech at Poli- 
tical Luncheon Defines His 
Party's Attitude on Finance 
Bill and House of Lords 



■LONDON, Feb. 22.— Without any ac- 
tual change in the parliamentary situ- 
ation, the outlook tonight was more 
hopeful for the government. 

It seems that certain ministers met 
the new parliament on Monday without 
having taken any great care either to 
seek the views of the various groups 
forming the government 'majority or to 
satisfy their susceptibilities; and the 
surprise with which the Nationalists 
and Laborites learned that thoy had 
misapprehended Premier Asquith's 
speech with reference to securing 
"guarantees'' dealing with the House 
of Lords was In a groat measure re- 
sponsible for the acute crisis. 

Both the Nationalists and tho Labor 
parties, however, are aware that thoy 
have little to gain .by the throwing out 
of the government. Hence the extrem- 
ists today displayed a more, concilia- 
tory spirit. 

The cabinet held a long council to 
draft the veto resolutions and debate 
the general situation. The result of 
their deliberations was a speech 'by 
AVinston Spencer Churchill, president 
of the board of trade, In the House 
of Commons, announcing the deter- 
.mination of the government tol stand 
or fall 'by the veto bill. 

Any direct co-operation between 
Laborites and Nationalists to defeat 
the government is extremely improb- 
able. In .fact meetings of the labor 
party have shown that there is a strong 
feeling against action likely to defeat 
the .ministry, while the Nationalists 
would very unlikely go beyond re- 
fraining from voting for the ibudgct. In 
a uneetlng today tho Nationalists de- 
cided not to take any action for the 
present which would emlbarrass tho 
government. 

(Negotiations are now proceeding be- 
tween tho different parties with a view 
to averting a erlsls until the budget 
is adopted and some progress has been 
made with the veto resolutions. 
Mr. Balfour's Declaration. 

In a speech at a political luncheon 
today Arthur J. Balfour, leader of tho 
Opposition, also helped to clear the at- 
mosphero by intimating that tho 
Unionists did not .propose to throw 
any unnecessary difficulty in the way 
of the government in dealing with tho 
impending problem of finance, the so- 
lution of which was necessary for tho 
carrying on' of the administration. 
"Though," he added, "when it comes 
to the larger problems involving a 
matter of principle concerning tho 
House of Lords, there can he neither 
a compromise nor an arrangement." 

Upon tho resumption of the dobato 
in the House, Geo. N. Barnes, chair- 
man of tho parliamentary party, 
aligned the Laborites with tho .Nation- 
alists and demanded further assur- 
ances that Mr. Asquith would not do- 
lay in dealing with the Lords' power 
of veto. The labor men, ho said, be- 
lieved that tho Houso of Lords was a 
useless Irritating barrier to democra- 
tic progress. Democracy sometimes 
went mad, 'but the Lords never saved 
democracy from itself. The electors, 
he added, expected decisive action, and 
ho wished definite assurance that if 
the veto question was not dealt with 
immediately, it would too settled before 
tho next budget was passed. 

Mr. Barnes declared the Labor party 
was in favor of home rule. The nego- 
tiations between tho government and 
the Nationalists were re-opened this 
afternoon. Tho Irish leaders urged the 
desirability of subordinating everything 
possible to the question of the Lords' 
power of veto. Subsequently the min- 
isters met In the premier's room in 
tho House of Commons Xor a conter- 
enco among themselves. 

Wm. O'Brien, .Nationalist, declared 
that the only effectual thing that tho 
House of Commons could do was to 
terminate Us own existence. He camo 
out flat-footedly in denouncement of 
the budget, which he said would prove, 
if adopted, a curse to Ireland. 

Mr. O'Brien twitted Mr. Redmond on. 
yielding to tho government tho sub- 
stance while retaining the shadow, or 
in other words, he said the govern- 
ment, for tho time 'being nt any rate, 
had the budget but all tho the Irish 
people had was a postoblt for Homo 
Rule upon tho death of the Houso of 
Lords. 

Personally he didn't regard tho veto: 
of the House of Lords as so dangerous 
to tho success of Home Rulo as would 
ho the passage of tho budgot. Mr. 
O'Brien added that home rul>2 would 
'bo a curse if based upon Imperial 
schemes of taxation. If the veto bill 
was placed beforo the budget ho wa3 
satisfied that the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer would havo a weary wait for, 
his Irish taxes.

— A 
fall of coal in the Pettlbone mine of 
tho Lackawanna company caused gas 
to accumulate today, and a naked light 
carried by an employee caused an ex- 
plosion which badly burned six men. 
John Davis, fire boss, was probably, 
fatally injured. The colliery was not 
working today. The men' injured 
were erecting a brattice to change tho 
air current. They had to walk a milq 
before ,they could get aid.

ALDRRMERE. Feb. 2.— The annual 
meeting of the Uulkley Valley Conser- 
vative Association was held at Alder- 
mere last evening.

When the question of voting came 
up at the annual meeting this faction 
objected, and upon being over-ruled, 
Without allowing it to go to a vote of 
the meeting, they marched bodily out 
of tlie meeting, asking to have their 
names removed from the roll. 

Sixteen left the room, the majority 
of them voters, who should bo in the 
Liberal fold. 

The meeting then proceeded har- 
moniously.

C. P. R. IMPROVEMENTS 

Substantial Expenditure Provided for 
Tracks, Yards and Buildings 
in Alberta. 

CALGARY. Feb. 2:1. — According to a 
statement made today by General Supt. 
Price and Engineer X. E. Brooks, 
of the western division of the Canadian 
Pacific, the company will spend up- 
wards of four million dollars lit Alberta 
during the present year. This is ex- 
clusive of new lines, revision of grades, 
and the high level bridge between Kd- 
monton and .Strathconu. The money 
will he expended In building new sta- 
tions, roundhouses, freight sheds', ma- 
chine shops, improving roadbeds, etc. 

In Calgary alone there will be about 
Jlili.OOO spent. Among tlie Improve- 
ments Is an addition to one of the 
wings of the new station building at a 
cost of $8,000. A new machine shop 
will bo constructed at a cost of about 
$20,000,' A freight car repair shop is 
also bjj'Jns provided for. Plans nro al- 
ready prepared for a new freight yard 
In the east end, with a 21-stall round- 
house adjacent. . Tho yard Is to bo of 
hump design. A coaling plant, new 
water service, track scales and sand 
tower are also included In the appropri- 
ations. An additional freight shed will 
be erected for tho purpose of handling 
outgoing freight. This shed will be 000 
feet In length. Upon the opening of 
spring work will be commenced the ex- 
cavation for the First street east sub- 
way, as well as work on double-track- 
ing of tlie main line between the sta- 
tion and Calgary Junction. 

Speaking of tlie Improvements, Supt. 
Price said: "This will make Calgary 
a big terminal. The yard in the east 
end will be of the finest design 1 have 
ever seen. There Is only one other 
yard of the hump design In west and 
that Is at Winnipeg." 

it Is also learned that this year will 
see the completion of the laying of 
SS-pound steei on tlie Caigary ai d Ed- 
monton line both north and south of 
Calgary. At Bassano an engine bouse 
Is to bo built and other improvements 
made. 

Tourist resorts In the mountains com- 
mand large appropriation, $130,000 has 
been set aside for the building of a 
119W station at Banff. The station will 
be of a design harmonizing with the 
other buildings In this tourist resort. 
A large sum of money will- also be 
expended on a station at Laggan. At 
Canmorc the company will build a 
$26,000 Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion building, providing the site and 
paying tlie entire cost. Between 16 and 
20 new stations will be built, among 
them a $20,000 station building at ,Ited 
Deer.

Victoria's water problems were very 
much to the fore In the private bills 
committee of the legislature yesterday, 
when the bill of' Oak Bay municipality 
was discussed, by which power is 
sought to lay wator mains through por- 
tions of Victoria City In order that 
water purchased from the Ksqulmalt 
Water company may bo delivered to 
consumers In Oak Bay municipality. 
The committee hoard the contentions 
botli of the municipality and of the city 
contra, and will announco a decision 
this morning. If the decision is fn- 
vorable, the form of tho sections to bo 
included In the bill will next have con- 
sideration. At yesterday's discussion of 
this interesting Issue, Victoria was rep- 
resented by City Barrister W. .1. Tay- 
lor, K. C, and Actlng-Clty Solicitor 
Mann, with Water Commissioner J. L. 
Baymur; there appearing for Oak Bay 
municipality Mr. J. S. Floyd, municipal 
clerk; Mr. E. V. Bodwcll, IC. C, Mr. H. 
G. Lawson and Mr. W. E. Oliver. Dr. 
Bowls Hall (ex-mayor), and Mr. Anton 
Henderson (ex-alderman) as private 
citizens of Victoria also opposed the 
concessions sought by the neighbor mu- 
nicipality. Dr. Mall as a member of 
the executive of the Union of B. C. 
Municipalities, also objected that Oak 
Bay should have submitted its propo- 
sals to that organization before em- 
bodying them in tho bill before the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Taylor, in stating Victoria's 
grounds of opposition, reviewed the his- 
tory of the charter powers of both city 
and municipality. In 187,'! the city had 
been given chnrter rights to go "any- 
where within a radius <fC twenty miles" 
in the collection and storage of water. 
In 188:! the Esquimau Water company 
was empowered to go to Goldstream, 
and in 18S5 to go to Thetis Lake. At 
that time what was practically a modus 
vlvendl prevailed, bused upon the un- 
derstanding that tho granting of this 
right was subject to the city's prior 
rights, the city on the other hand be- 
ing debarred from supplying water in 
tlie Ksqulmalt peninsula unless the I 
company failed to supply as cheaply j 
as tho city. Oak Bay now asked for 1 
power to lay pipes through the city to | 
connect with the Ksqulmalt company's ! 
mains, thus extinguishing a large part 
of the city's natural water market. The

"Wo will guarantee that," Mr. 'Bod- 
well said. "It -will bo through a small 
section at present sparsely populated. 
Wo ask that Vlctorlu snail not act dog 
in tho manger and placo obstacles In 
our way when We Beek to get a supply 
of bettor water and at a lower price 
than Vlctorlu will servo ub at. We 
made a roasonablo offer which Victo- 
ria did not seo lit to accept, -which 
was its right, and now when wo come 
to get the right to lay mains through 
a portion of the city it should not be 
allowed to hold us up and forco us to 
take water from It at its price." 

Mr. Taylor urged that under Its act 
tho city had a right to sell water to 
any corporations or persons outside its 
boundaries. Oak Bay was not only ask- 
ing power to lay pipes, but to soli 
water, which would result in tho Esqui- 
mau company still further extending 
its business. 

Mr. Bodwcll explained that this waB 
put In on tho demand of Sa'anlch mu- 
nicipality, which otherwise would not 
consent to tho laying' of pipes through 
it. Oak Bay was willing to be con- 
lined to supplying Saanlch. 

Mr. Taylor argued that the reduction 
of tho city's market for water was a 
repudiation of tho obligations the city 
was under to holders of waterworks de- 
bentures. 

Mr. Bodwell informed the committee 
that Oak Bay was paying 18 cents per 
thousand gallons today for water that 
the city's water commissioner stated 
cost tho city IVi cents per thousand. 

"Until the city gets a new source of 
supply, according to tho agreement,'" 
corrected the city barrister; 

"But we have been waiting for years 
for the city to socuraa new supply, 
other than Elk Lake," said Mr. Bod- 
well. "Tho water we can get from the 
Ksqulmalt company is of a quality to 
which Victoria's cannot compare In any 
way. The city has sat buck for four- 
teen or tlfteen years without improving 
Its supply, and heaven knows when It 
will." 

Mr. Taylor declared that the whole 
thing was a schemo to forco the city to 
purchase the Esquimau company. 

"There is no scheme," Mr. Bodwcll 
replied warmly. "To show that, we 
agreed last week to tako water from 
the city at 10 cents a thousand. If 

"It Is perfectly untrue,' 'added Mr. 
Oliver. "The mayor has approached the 
matter most fairly and In a spirit 
which could not bo better. Wo were 
willing to give up all the powers wo 
ask for in our bill on terms which were 
voted down, not by the mayor, but by 
other members of tho council, who act- 
ed at the instigation of past members 
of the council, but as far as tho mayor 
is concerned his attitude could not bo 
fairer." 

Insidious Influences. 

Mr. Taylor maintained that every 
lime the city tried to jict in this mat- 
ter of a water supply. It found itself 
surrounded by insidious influences, 
which kept back the real Interests- of 
Victoria, and burked any Inquiry into 
facts.

There had been negotiations, the result 
of which had been that the city had 
turned down every proposition made 
by Oak Bay, evon when Oalc Bay agreed 
to reasonable modifications. Tlie mu- 
nicipality was now hopeiess of ever be- 
ing aide to come to any satisfactory 
arrangement with Victoria. It had been 
shown by the water commissioner's 
statement to the council that the. cost 
of water :o the city, delivered to Oak 
Bay at the municipal boundary, was 
seven and one-half cents per ono thou- 
sand gallons.

Oak Bay could get an ade- 
quate supply of water of much supe- 
rior quality and at a much less price 
than Victoria asked, and it was in order 
to lay the pipes to conduct this water 
to the municipality that power was 
asked to lay them within the city lim- 
its. It was a mistake to say that Vic- 
toria had a preserve of all the water 
within twenty miles of the city. What 
was done by the legislation of 1873 was 
to give an area to which tho city could 
resr-rt for its own supply, but it was 
never the intention to constitute the 
city a trading corporation with power 
to supply wuter at a profit to thoso 
outside its own area. The position tho 
city took was that having this area ap- 
propriated they could prevent anyone 
getting water except from it. This was 
a position which could not be main- 
tained. Tills Mil did not effect tho 
city's powers ns to tho expropriation of 
the Esquimau works because those 
powers were declared Intact by the "Vic- 
toria waterworks biil of last year. If 
It was not worth the ilty's while to 
take over the Ksqulmalt company with 
A contract with Oak Bay It must bo ar- 
gued that Victoria was not ready to 
supply Oak Bay at the cost the com- 
pany would charge. The price to bo 
paid for tho Ksqulmalt company's un- 
dertaking had no reference to the area 
it served, but only to its tangible prop- 
erty, with bonus and interest.

If compromise is the essence of 
statesmanship, then tho non-party reso- 
lution of tlie Canadian parliament on 
naval defence in 100!) was consummate 
statesmanship. We arc far from deny- 
ing that compromise may be applicable 
to certain great questions of national 
policy. -if or. example, there might bo 
stjue-.owned VailwiU-s; . telephones or ele- 
vutorki'tw'lth.-fut' at' fance 'nationalizing all 
of these utilities at present owned by- 
private corporations. There might oven 
bo u Canadian fleet, more often sta- 
tioned in the Northern Pacific, than in 
the North .Sen. But upon the question 
of Canada's relation to the British em- 
pire, there is no room for compromise. 
Partnership with tho Mother country 
and our sister ' dominions jls one thing. 
Separation from tlie empire is another. 
Between these two extremes there Is no 
middle course. It Is because tlie naval 
policy of the Laurier government is 
distinctly antl-ltn'perlal, and is designed 
for Canadian defence only that it can- 
not co-operate with the Imperial navy, 
and could only be useful in case. of sep- 
aration from the empire, that it Is view- 
ed with distrust, not to say downright 
condemnation. 

The latest of the many theatrical de- 
clarations of Sir Wilfrid Laurier is that 
he is "not an Imperialist." It is per- 
haps Interesting to leurn what Sir Wil- 
frid is not, but it would be more satis- 
factory to learn what he is. In his 
earlier career) lie announced his ideal to 
lie Independence. We have no quarrel 
with the free expression of. poetic senti- 
ment. .Sir Wilfrid Is older and may be 
wiser now. He may have realized by 
this time that Canada has more real In- 
dependence ' within than It could have 
without the empire. "What is more im- 
portant Is to examine the record, since. 
Sir Wilfrid became premier and ascer- 
tain whether his official acts and de- 
clarations tend towards closer connec- 
tion with the omplre or separation from 
it. In 1807 he officially represented 
Canada at the Diamond Jubilee of Queen 
Victoria. Upon that occasion he took 
tho first opportunity after landing in 
England to Inform tlie British people 
that tho preferential tariff was not In- 
tended to invite reciprocity, that free 
trade was best for England, and that 
Canadians did not. wish it abandoned or 
modified; that protection had weakened 
Canada and would weaken England i£ 
she udopted It. Yet preferential trade 
between tho various parts of tho em- 
pire has received the adhesion of the 
Bight Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, and of 
the most Influential boards of trade In 
Canada. In 1S00 Sir Wilfrid met tho 
first outburst of sympathy in Canada 
for the British. In South Africa, by de- 
claring that Canada under tho Militia 
Act could not send military assistance, 
and that In any event nothing could bo 
done until parliament met. A storm of 
Indignation compelled tho government to 
abandon this do-nothing attitude. 

Upon the present question of Canada 
Strengthening the Mother country for a 
possible conflict with Germany, Kir "Wil- 
frid has been sufficiently plain-spoken to 
satisfy any separatist. Emergency or 
no emergency- there must be no direct 
contribution of either money or battle- 
ships to the Imperial navy. lie has re- 
jected the Admiralty's suggestion of a 
naval unit. While In one breath he 
states that if tlie empire were at war 
Canada would be at war, yet In another 
lie states that the Canadian naval ser- 
vice might or might not assist the Im- 
perial navy In such a war. tie declares 
that the Canadian navy Is for the pur- 
pose of protecting Canadian coasts and 
Canadian shipping, and thus ignores tho 
Imperial navy's functions In this con- 
nection. The Imperial navy Is again 
Ignored in his statement' that as Canada 
has it double seaboard, she must there- 
fore have two fleets. In all this, de- 
spite passing contradictory or equivocal 
purpose Is plainly discernible. The 
statements, a clear thread of definite 
Canadian naval service is not intended 
to help British, Australian or New Zea- 
land shipping, but Is lor purely selfish 
Canadian purposes. What would happen 
if a Canadian merchant ship got into 
trouble on the Chinese coast? Would 
we send tho Canadian 'fleets" to the 
spot to demapd satisfaction from the 
Chinese empire? llow much satisfac- 
tion would wo got unaided? Wo expect 
Britain to back up Canada In such an

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THE STREETS. 

It is an easy matter to object to pro- 
posals advanced by others for the im- 
provement of the streets: but it is 
another thins to suggest u workable 
plan whereby the thing can bo done. 
An objection is made against the Idea 
of conferring upon the City Council 
the right to direct street-making on 
the local Improvement plan on tin; 
score that It would give that body too 
much power. That is a matter of 
opinion, and the person advancing it 
ought to give reasons for it. In men- 
tioning this as a possible solution of 
the difficulty, we said that it took out 
out the hands of a few people the 
power to block necessary improve- 
ments. We venture to think such a 
consummation highly desirable. Wo 
entrust tho City Council with far 
more weighty matters, and there Is no 
reason in principle why they should 
not bo entrusted with this. Objection 
i.s also made to the suggestion that tho 
city should borrow a large sum o£ 
money and spend it all on the streets. 
The city borrows large sums and 
spends it for other purposes. Why 
not borrow it for this purpose? But 
if we aro forced to admit that tho 
compulsory local improvement plan Is 
inadvisable, and the borrowing of 
mony is impracticable, will some one 
kindly carry the matter a little further 
and tell us what plan can be adopted? 
No one is finding! any fault with any 
one. "We do not know why it is al- 
ways necessary to say this In dis- 
cussing municipal matters, although it 
seems to be so. it ought almost to 
bo taken for granted that when a 
newspaper, having large interests in a 
city, urges public improvements, it 
does so in the public Interests, as it 
understands them. There Is one thing 
that is very certain, and it i3 that tho 
Mayor and Aldermen cannot make the 
necessary street repairs personally,' 
and that they cannot hire others to do 
the work unless the- citizens provide 
the money to meet the pay rolls.

THE SENATE. 

The Toronto Star thinks the reason 
why there is no public sentiment In 
Canada against tho Senate is because 
the gentlemen of the Red Chamber 
know how to keep out of the limelight 
This is probably true. The part 
which the Senate has of late years 
played in the affairs of Canada might 
have been performed, for tho most 
part, by a law clerk at a couple of 
thousand dollars for the session. Our 
Senators are, no doubt, all very 
■worthy and respectable gentlemen; 
hut no one seems to care what they 
think upon any question under the 
sun. Of course this ought not to be 
so; but it is a condition and not a 
thing that we have to deal with. 

The St. John Telegraph thinks there 
is no sentiment in Canada in favor of 
a single-chambered Parliament. But 
is not that what we have now, to all 
intents and purposes? We do not 
know that we should be disposed to 
favor the abolition of the Senate, for 
it seems as if a Second Chamber, pro- 
perly constituted, might be very use- 
ful.

Board of Trade Committee to 
■ . .Prepare- Report— CityCoun- 

cii Will Also Consider the 

Matter 



Realty agents and business men pon- 
oraUy in the city are intensely inter- 
ested life the projected ' improvements 
to the liarbor waterfront outlined in 
yesterday's Colonist. ' The fact that a 
company has already been formed to 
carry out these, and that the requisite 
capital is said to be promised, form u 
basis for an unusually optimistic feel- 
ing. The general trend of comment 
Indicates that the scheme will, meet 

'with no opposition from any of the 
public bodies to Which it will be Bllb- 
mltted. 7? is felt that the sugges- 
tions contained in the project are tlio 
most tangible; which have yet been 
put forward to make Victoria harbor 
an up-to-date waterway. 

In brief the plan of improvements 
starts from Raymond's wharf, near 

' the C.P.R. docks, continues in a linn 
which provides for the removal of 
some 200 feet of Laurel Point, and 
thence to a line terminating at a point 
at the Victoria Chemical Company's 
wharf near the mouth of the harbor. 

.The amount of foreshore which will 
be reclaimed amounts to over twenty 
acres, and along the line of improve- 
ments it Is proposed to erect solid ce- 
ment dockage facilities. 

The scheme will bo laid before the 
harbor committee of the Hoard of 
Trade tomorrow morning, and this 
committee will prepare a report to be 
submitted to the council of the Board 
at a session early next week. To- 
morrow also it will be passed upon by 
the Inner Harbor Association, and will 
come before, the City Council in the 
near future.

"I have enquired from the Clerk of 
the House as to the omissions com- 
plained of. and have b?!9n informed by 
him that certain questions were hand- 
ed to him by the Hon. .Member about 
six o'clock tj the evening. As it has 
been the cuftom for the past -0 years, 
he examines all questions before they 
are handed to the King's Printer to bo 
included In the Votes and Proceedings, 
and in this case made certain changes 
jjiiri them, as they appeared to be to 
i- him not in accordance with the prac- 
tice and procedure of th<3 House, and 
particularly drew my attention to a 
very long tiuestion relating to the 
. names of HO teachers and the amounts 
..' alleged to have been received by them 
for teaching at the schools, the names 
of which were also set out In the 
question. 

t!; "As ,to the question referring to the 
Ijinamesfof 110 teachers, etc.. I am of 
J opinion that it is, to a certain extent, 
' an abuse- pf the right of questioning 
partly from Its unreasonable length, 
but particularly from the fact that a 
lull return of the names and amounts 
paid air teachers for the year 1905-6 
appears in the Public Accounts of the 
Province set out in the Sessional Pa- 
pers of the House. 

"The question "Do the names of any 
of those 110 teachers appear in the 
School Report for 1905-ti as having 
taught the schools for which they 
were paid those amounts?" was chang- 
ed by the Clerk to read: "Do the 
names of all teachers appear in the 
School Report for 11105-G who taught 
the schools for that Jear?" As the 
question above it had been struck out, 
tho only, course for the Clerk to do 
was to amend the following question 
which referred to it in the way he did. 

"The next question disallowed: "Do 
these facts not prove' that tho chances 
,' are only about one In three that the 
Inspectors' ' detailed reports of Rural 
Schools stand to the credit >or dis r 
•credit of the right teacher'.'" is a mat- j 
ter of opinion and not of fact. 

"The next question stricked out

is also irregular, as suggesting an 
Imputation. 

"As I have tr\Ul. ..the practice has 
grown up of 1 , submitting all questions 
to the Clerk. By the true construe, 
tion of parliamentary procedure the 
Speaker should rule upon the allow- 
ance or refusal of questions.

Companies Act : . 
It ia provided In tho act as. in the 
present law that in event of the fail- 
ure of a company worklngman's wages 
for three months are given a prior 
claim on the nssots of the/company. 
Mr. Hawthonthwaito moved to amend, 
this so that all arrears ; of wages' 
should receive similar privileged 
treatment. 

The attorney-general thought the 
amendment was neither In tho inter- 
ests of the workingmnn nor of the in- 
dustries of the province. A manufac- 
turer or merchant when asked for 
credit by any company now assumes 
that. not more than three month's 
wages are overdue. Voider ',t)ie pro- 
posed amendment he would not know 
how many month'* wages might be 
overdue which might In. event of fail- 
are come in as a sort of prior claim; 
Again the worklngman when asked to 
let his wages stand for moro than 
three months, can object that in that 
! case he would loose his security. 
Under tho amendment he might be 
asked to wait longer with on the 
ground that he was secured in any 
event. At least it would have a tend- 
ency that way. Three month's wages 
were enough to be in arrears. It a 
company is so far in arrears as that 
there is something wrong, 

Mr. Hawthonthwaito objected to 
having one clause for clerks and an- 
other for worklngmen. Ho could see 
no reason for it except to create div- 
ision by making clerks believe, they 
were some kind of superior class. Tho 
claims of the merchant creditor should 
not be considered till aill arrears of 
wages were paid in full. The work- 
men were the producers of the wealth 
to be divided. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser thought the cred- 
itor, who had supplied the plant or 
current supplies had contributed 
something to the production of 
wealth. Could it have been produced 
without this assistance? 

Mr. Hawthomthwalto held that 
there was no reason why there should 
not be a law compelling wages to be 
paid every two weeks. 

Fair to All Classes 
Hon. Mr. Bowser said that on his 
side of the house they tried to be fall" 
to all classes, not to one class alone. 
Therefore they could not bring down 
legislation without considering all 
rights involved. Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
seemed a little Inconsistent. Hecom- 
plained because a two months law was 
voted down and now he was bringing 
in an amendment that would have the 
effect of postponing payment in many 
cases. As the law stunds every work- 
lngman knows that only three month's 
wages are protected, and. he. will see 
that they do not get longer in ar- 
rears. There was no reason why he 
should. The honorable member lias 
also complained that they had voted 
down another proposed law which re- 
quired that sme week's wages should 
bo deposited in a bank before a com- 
pany could begin work. Tills would 
logically have to be applied to , all 
companies. Such measures were ex- 
treme. He wanted to tell the honor- 
able member that the government had 
far more real regard for the working- 
man's interests than tho honorable 
member himself. ' He (the attorney- 
generall proposed to bring down next 
week a measure adopting a suggestion 
from the opposition regarding miners' 
wages, but putting it in workable, 
form. .-.But. when this was . done, 
would Mr. Hawthornthwaite give them 
credit for looking after the working- 
man's interests? This government 
came . in with legislation advancing 
the worklngman's welfare on its own 
initiative, and without any suggestion 
from the opposition and the honorable 
member instead of supporting it 
makes an attack on it for the sake of 
a little cheap claptrap. The working- 
men understand this sort of thing, 
and know that they are much better 
in the hands of the government than 
they would be in the hands of the 
honorable member opposite. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite said that at 
the present time the worklngman was 
absolutely unprotected. Mr. Bowser 
took the position that his (Haw- 
thornthwaite's) talk was merely clap- 
trap. He and his colleagues in the 
Socialist ranks were not opposed to 
class legislation. They had been sent 
there for the particular purpose of 
representing a single class. If they 
did not do so they would not lie keep- 
ing faith ■ with those who had 
sent them there, lie gave the 
members on the government side 
credit' "for being absolutely hon- 
est and . conscientious according 
to th.ir vfews, They wen; acting in. 
accord 'with • the views of their con- 
stituents. But he (Hawthornthwaite) 
represented' more advanced views, to 
which the. people .would come In time. 
It was no argument for the Attorney- 
General to say that the government's 
Intentions were good. The proposed

Any one could purchase all 
he needed on a trip before; going on 
board, so that such licences were un- 
necessary.

These logs formed, and had done so, I 
have no doubt, for hundreds of years, 
a splendid system of groins, that 
caught and held the shingle, and the 
tide line at that time was at least from 
SO to 100 feet beyond tin; present line. 
The shingle had a natural slop that 
was accretted and' hold by the logs em- 
bedded therein. 

When the large quantity of gravel 
that was carted away to the outer 
wharf began to tell, the gravel at the 
eastern end began to move towards the 
western end to till up the holes caused 
by the quantity taken away. Again, 
about ISli^ and onwards, the logs be- 
gan to be cut. up for firewood, so that 
there was no longer the natural slope, 
or surface of repose, for the waves to 
roll harmlessly In with the flood, no 
matter how Violent the si o'rui, and ex- 
pend their force on tin; natural curve. 
The first serious Indications of trouble 
was during the winter of 1SII7, then tho 
waves having the opportunity to strike 
a square blow against a vertical wall 
of glacial moraine, soon got their work 
In.

The groins that have 
been. so effective on the east coast of 
England and elsewhere, are not the.

poses.' They -are/ just short strikes, you 
leant' call tudm piles, driven only. a few 
I feet Into the sand at about half tide 
' level, and are thus not culled upon to

CHANGE DATE OF SALE 

Anti-Tuberculosis Society Holds 
Monthly Meeting and Re- 
ceives Reports. 

A meeting of the senior branch or 
the Aiitl-Tuborculosis Society was 
held yesterday afternoon in the com- 
mittee room of the City Hull. A res- 
olution .was passed postponing tho 
rummage sale to March 11 and 1L', in- 
stead of tin' date named at the last 
meeting. Arrangements were made 
for tho care of a patient In the city in 
an advanced stage; of tuberculosis. A 
nurse had been engaged and every 
necessity and comfort obtained. It 
was resolved to supply members -with 
books containing membership tickets. 
It was hoped In this way to enlist tho 
sympathy and help of nil the personal 
friends of the members. How neces- 
sary It was to obtain assistance for 
the sanitarium was shown by the fact 
that while only 20 per cent, of the pa- 
tients at the sanitarium paid the full 
amount of thu charge, $1-1 a week, ^L! 
per cent, paid nothing. The other pa- 
tients paid such sums as they could 
afford. 

With regard to Victoria, a report 
was Submitted by Dr. Fa gun, showing 
that of the IS patients who attended 
the sanitarium from this city last 
year, only two were able to pay the 
entire cost of maintenance, tint! that 
altogether $;1,000 more was spent for 
these patients than was received from 
them. All present agreed to do their 
best to Increase the membership of the 
society as tho best way of providing 
for the care of those patients who 
wore not able to pay their own ex- 
pensos.

Must Pay For Bicycle 
J. A. Sayward will have to remun- 
erate F. J. Marshall, who recently 
came hero from India, to the . extent 
of 510 and the costs of tho action, ac- 
cording to the verdict of a special 
jury in tho supreme court yesterday 
afternoon, when an action for .dam- 
ages brought by Marshall against 
Sayward was heard before Mr. Justice 
Morrison. H. D, Twlgg, ot Fberts & 
Taylor, appeared for the plaintiff, 
while Mr. Sayward's interests wero 
looked after by R. T. Elliott. Marshall 
and- two witnesses called by him, a 
Mr. Carter, of Shore's Hardware, and 
Captain Cullen, of the University 
school, gave evidence for the plaintiff's 
side, while Sayward himself was tho 
sole witness for the defence. Accord- 
ing to tho plaintiffs on July 21 last 
Marshall was coming up Government 
street from Esquimau, and was rid- 
ing his bicycle on tho left hand side 
of the street In the reur of dray. When 
the dray reached tho corner opposite 
Prior's hardware It swung acoss the 
street, and Mr. Sayward, who was 
driving his machine in the opposite 
direction, swung Into the right hand 
side of the road, and struck Marshall. 
Marshall was thrown from his wheel 
and the latter was rendered useless. 
Mr. Sayward, In his own statement, 
declared that he had remained on the 
proper side of the street, and had not 
swung out as witnesses for Marshall 
state, but that Marshall was on tho 
wrong side of tho road. Marshall 
asked damages in $500 for personal 
Injuries and $60 for the loss of his 
bicycle. The jury as out for fifteen 
I minutes, and on Its return awarded 
Marshall damages In $10. The order 
as to costs directed the defendant to 
pay them forthwith after taxation.

Here and There 



Monday night was glorious. The 
sky was clear and the moon was 
bright. The snow was dry and hard 
and old residents, as It creaked be- 
neath their feet, and as they drank in 
the keen air, recalled days Ions ng° 
when merry children coasted down 
the hill side, when glittering skates 
rang musically as crowds of joyous 
yc-.ins folks glided over river, creek or 
bay, or warmlv wrapped in, furs, rol- 
licking parties in big box sleighs, 
with laughter and song and jlnglhig 
bells, wore swiftly borne to somo mer- 
rymaking. 

But who. in Victoria', enjoyed the 
winter night? Not the old resident, 
a? shlveringly he hurried to his fire- 
side to forget that the thermometer 
had sunk below freezing point; not 
the woman who left as soon as might 
he, the windswept corners for the 
shelter of the cars; not the newsboys, 
who, ns 'he crowd hurried home from 
business or work, failed to find cus- 
tomers, and cold and disappointed left 
the streets: not even the late arrival 
from the prairies, who, in furllncd 
coat, grumbled out his disapproval of 
a temperature which was still more 
than thirty degrees above that • to 
which he was accustomed. No! 
There are few people In Victoria who 
like winter. It may be splendid in 
Montreal or Winnipeg, Halifax, or 
even Calgary, but here we would be 
quite content If the year would pass 
away without giving us even a taste 
of it. 

it Is not only for the wonderful 
beauty of its scenery and the health- 
fulness of its climate that the little 
country of Switzerland is visited by 
tourists from all parts of the world. 
The people of the little Republic are 
giving to other countries oDject les- 
sons 111 social economy. They have 
gone further than most other nations 
in solving the problem of unemploy- 
ment. In Switzerland the man or 
woman who wants to work Is helped 
to find the kind of employment most 
suitable. By a system of government 
employment bureaus the employer 
and the searcher for work are made 
known to one another, and the needy 
are supported while they are waiting. 
In our new country where work is 
walling all capable and willing hands 
there, is not, perhaps, great need for 
an institution of this kind, though 
even In this province life has been to 
Ihe newcomer needlessly hard for 
want of direction and assistance. 
But It Is not only of their Industrious 
If unfortunate fellow citizens that the 
Swiss take care. Those waifs and 
strays who live on the borderland be- 
tween criminality and respectability 
are not allowed to become a charge 
on their industrious fellow country- 
men. Vagrants and tramps are not 
suffered to pass from village to vil- 
lage and from canton to canton cor- 
rupting their fellows and spreading 
around them the terrible disease of 
laziness. In the canton of Berne, 
not only is the Scriptural dictum, "If 
a man shall not work, neither shall he 
eat" carried out, but men are forced 
both tp work and ent, and by that 
means very often turned into good 
citizens. 

i -Miss Edith Sellers, an English wo- 
! man who devotes much of her time to 
I studying social problems, describes In 
i the Nineteenth Century the labor col- 
ony of Witzll, In the canton of Berne, 
! and shows that it is not only a splen- 
| did reformatory, but that it is self- 
| supporting. ;• 

To Witzil are sent, she says, "not 
• only loafers and vagrants, the profes- 
| slonal unemployed! hut first offenders, 
I if their offence be due to laziness or 
drink; men who neglect their chil- 
dren, who lead disorderly lives, of 
who are drifting into pauperism 
through spending their money reck- 
lessly. They, are sent there, however, 
not so much to punish them, as to 
give them a chance of mending their 
ways; for it is held that, for their 
own sake as well as for tlie sake of 
the community on which they are a 
burden, mended their way must bo." 

The purpose of the colony is to 
strengthen the men physically and 
morally, and In tills it has been dur- 
ing the fourteen years since its es- 
tablishment, as successful as could 
reasonably be expected. About a 
third aro reformed, and all arc bet- 
tered, at least to the extent of being 
made to feel that laziness Is a crime 
and being taught to practice steadily 
some useful employment. 

The authorities at Witzil are alive 
to n fact that Is not always recogniz- 
ed by women who desire the reforma- 
tion of those of their own family who 
have gone astray. They believe In 
the "virtue of good food. The men 
have three wholesome meals a day, 
and most have a substantial lunch in 
Hie course of the morning and after- 
noon. Instead of alcohol, which Is, 
of course, prohibited, they have as 
much soup as they choose] with 
plenty of milk and fruit. 

They are well lodged, each mail 
having a room of his own, where he 
passes his spare time, only I tic hope- 
less ones being allowed to occupy a 
common dormitory. There is a good 
library and French ami German 
choirmasters to teach singing. This 
Is necessary If singing Is to be 
taught, .as either language may be tin;

paradise for loafers or the fulfilment 
of the dream of some philanthropic 
sentimentalist, the conclusion would 
be wrong. No more practical scheme 
was ever carried out by the most 
hardhearted of corporations than the 
Witzll colony. If the men are well 
fed, well lodged, comfortably clad and 
kindly treated, It they arc gradually 
taught to respect themselves and to 
be worthy of that respect, they arc 
forced to work and work hard. This 
prison Is the centre of an estate of 
4,500 acres, a little over seven square 
miles, part of which is one the side 
of a mountain. This Immense farm 
is worked by the prisoners, of whom 
there aro' about :M0. Not only is Un- 
kind cultivated, but it is drained, and 
buildings are erected as they are 
needed. Roads are built and stock 
is raised. To do this work the men 
must work eleven hours a day out of 
doors all the year round, unless the 
weather is too bad. Provision is, 
however, made for those who tire al- 
ready skilful tradesmen to work at 
their callings, and men who cannot, 
for any reason, work on the farm,' aro 
taught some useful occupation. But 
no one Is allowed to be idle. The man 
who shirks work is placed in a dark 
cell o:i bread and water. The insub- 
ordinate receives a longer term of Im- 
prisonment, and the unmanageable 
may be sent to prison. The records 
show that punishments are very in- 
frequent. No firearms are carried 
by overseers, wardens or directors of 
labor, ahd Miss Sellers was taken 
through the institution by the man- 
ager's wife, who laughed at the idea 
of there being any risk of even un- 
pleasantness in going over the great 
estate and many buildings unattended. 

The terms of imprisonment at Wit- 
zll vary from two months to five 
years, but the manager states that it 
is absolutely useless to send a con- 
firmed loafer there for a short term. 
Those who aro, capable of improve- 
ment may conquer their bad habits in 
two years, seldom In a shorter time. 

As a man proves himself worthy of 
confidence and. capable of self-control 
he Is given permission to live In Olio 
of ■ the farmhouses or herdsmen's 
chalets on the mountain side, and it 
sometimes happens that a discharged 
prisoner seeks" and obtains employ- 
ment on the estate at regular wages. 
A small sum is set apart weekly for 
each man, which Is given him when 
he is discharged, so that lie. may have 
time to seek for employment. 

Miss Sellers'shows by quotations 
from the reports of the last three 
years that each man earns twice ns 
much as he uses, that a rough tract 
of 2.500 acres, of which only 1H0 were 
fit for cultivation, has been thorough- 
ly drained, cleared and tilled; that 
2,r,00 more have been added, with 
farm buildings, and that the herds ot 
cows and other farm animals are well 
cared for. 

The men who' have accomplished 
this are nearly all natives of the 
country. Nearly all are odUCi ted 
and the great majority unmarried. 
While, capable, under consti.llnt, of 
doing such valuable work, the sad 
fact remains that the majority are 
not strong enough, when restored to 
society, to live a sober and industrious 
life. • 

Hut by the third who are cured, and 
by the useful employment of those 
who would otherwise have been a 
burden to society, this Swiss penal 
colony has justified its existence. Is 
it not possible for our newer pro- 
vinces to begin the work of reform 
before the task is too heavy? Do our 
short terms of Imprisonment do any 
good to the prisoners! and is the work 
of those sentenced profitable to the 
state? 

The people or Seattle are agitating 
•to raise a loan to place the collecting 
of garbage under civic management. 
The doctors advocate the outlay. 
Should not something of the same 
kind be done In Victoria. As long as 
the matter of keeping the city clean 
depends on individuals the work will 
be imperfectly done. It is true con- 
ditions are not the same here as they 
are in such cities as Seattle or even 
Vancouver. But are we wise to rob 
ourselves of part of the advantage 
which, as a residential city, Victoria 
possesses, by an Imperfect system 
•of collecting the refuse that unless 
the greatest care be exercised will 
accumulate around dwelling houses. 
It is quite true, that* many V'ctorians 
will at first resent the interference 
which stricter regulations Would 
cause. But a beginning must be made 
somo time, and the health of them- 
selves and their children should re- 
concile women to what may seem a 
loss of Independence: The sooner a 
municipal system of collecting garb- 
to.- for all. 

In this connection the plan of plac- 
ing receptacles on the streets for 
waste paper and scraps of fruit is 
worth trying. The public generally 
and especially the children of Vic- 
toria need to be educated in civil! 
neatness, and the basket would, at 
least, serve as a reminder that the 
pavement or the boulevard was not 
the place on which paper should bo 
thrown.

Trachoma has broken 
schools of Reglna so 
stated a few days ago in the House 
of Commons. If. is not Ilk. Iy that tho 
affection will be allowed to spread, 
but Its presence 'Is sufficient to cause 
anxiety. Trachoma Is a disease or flu- 
eyes, common In eastern countries, 
and great vigilance is exercised at 
this and other ocean ports to prevent 
any one afflicted with It from landing. 

The minister of the Interior in reply 
'o Dr. Schaffnor. stated that the in- 
feetlon must have been introduced In 
tho clothes of somo of the immigrants 
ns'certalnly no ono'In whom'tho' dis- 



ease had developed had been allowed 
to enter tho country. . Tho incident 
points to the great necessity of en- 
forcing the most perfect cleanliness 
In the schools. It is very dllllcult to 
prevent the spread o" any dlseaso 
which affects the skin when once )t 
bus been introduced into a school. 
The use of a common drinking cup and 
common towels is a very effective 
way of spreading Infection. And yet 
it is impossible for the teacher to for- 
bid the use of either to thirsty chil- 
dren whoso hands aro in frequent 
ncedVpf washing. If no child used u 
cup without first thoroughly rinsing 
it, and if towels were ehunged every 
day the risk would be lessened.- it 
would be still better if each pupil had 
his or her own towel, but tills would 
be a very dllllcult provision to en- 
force. So far as Victoria Is concern- 
ed the schools have hitherto been 
very free from those troublesome «£- 
Dictions known us skin discuses, 
Whither this is due to any special 
cleanliness of the children or to this 
absence of extremes of climate or to 
the general health of the children or 
to a combination of the three, it is ,i 
matter of congratulation, still lIus 
does not prevent the need of care and 
vigilance on the part of all concerned 
in the management of tho schools. 



The following article from the To- 
ronto Star presents in a very effective 
way truths concerning children which 
tlie many of us are too apt to forget: 

Who would have dreamed that fail- 
ure to secure promotion would have 
seemed such. a crushing misfortune to 
a fifteen-year-old boy that ho would 
hang himself to a bedpost to escape 
from, what appeared to him an over- 
whelming disgrace? That, however, 
is what happened in Brooklyn and the 
episode is a comment upon tho super- 
sensitiveness of some children in 
which there is a moral for parents 
and instructors. Samuel Thompson 
was a pupil In a Brooklyn public 
school. The promotion exerlcses were 
held the other day, and at their close 
ho saw every other boy in tlie class 
pass on to the next grade, while he, 
tlie biggest of them all, remained be- 
hind. It loomed up on the horizon of 
his life as a tragedy. Small things 
do rank as tragedies in tile eyes of 
children, and there are few who ade- 
quately sympathize with the soreness 
or the little hearts and the pride that 
Is often cut to tlie quick. So tills lad 
took the "way out" that he thought 
would be easiest — the most foolish of 
all ways, but it folly Is not always 
recognized in the presence of what 
appears to be an insurmountable mis- 
fortune: 

Their elders sometimes forget what 
brave little beings tlie children are. 
Often they do not guess that the 
poorly-dressed girlie Is hiding with a 
sin lie the heartbreak that she fe.eis 
when her little comrades look ask- 
ance at her. And tlie big boy dunce 
— short-sighted, perhaps, or suffering 
the penalty of too rapid growth — be- 
neath all his dullness lie may have 
feelings which writhe and rebel under 
the shame . of his non-achievement. 
This Brooklyn boy, of course, would 
have learned to laugh at his failure 
had ho lived to sec It through the 
kindly eyes of time. To the young, 
the idea that others have suffered 
what they are suffering is foreign. 
Tlie misfortunes of their lives come 
to them with the appalling force of 
something which baa happened to no 
one. clsti. As they grow plder, they 
realize the most of these troubles have 
been forced by. other mortals before 
them, and that the very act of facing 
them has given the afflicted ones new 
courage, and the strength to, live on 
and see the trouble fade Into a specie 
on tho horizon. To those of tender 
•years, at any rate, troubles do not 
seem to approach as "a little cloud 
out of the sea like a man's hand." 
They come with the suddenness of a 
cloudburst, and it is in retrospect that 
they dwindle and fade. 

Too much cognizance cannot he 
taken of the bitterness with which a 
child tastes defeat. The pride of "be- 
ing first" at school, the fear of "being 
last" — these are things which may 
easily lie abused when applied as 
spurs to childish ambition. There are 
children— some will saj the mass of 
children — who are naturally more sec- 
retive than grown-ups. They feel 
more keenly than they confess, they 
have emotions which they successful- 
ly cover up from elders' eyes. Com- 
petition Is the elixir of life, but an 
adult's portion should not be admin- 
istered to a child.

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War Correspondent Fuller- Now- 
Advance Man for Theatrical 
Attraction— Some Reminis- 
cences 



Hector Fuller, formerly war-corres- 
pondent of the Indianapolis News, and 
one of the few men to make their way 
into Port Arthur during the historic 
siege of the far eastern fortress by 
the Japanese, Is in the city, In the in- 
terest of Mrs. Leslie Carter, who will 
appear at tile Victoria Theatre on 
Friday in Vesta Heme. Mr. Fuller, 
who is renewing' acquaintance with a 
' comrade who was with him during the 
Manchu'rlun campaign, has some in- 
teresting stories to tell of his exper- 
iences. He conceived the idea while 
the correspondents were "bottled up at 
Tokyo" of making his way Into the 
besieged city of Port Arthur, and go- 
ing to Chefoo, ho chartered a Chinese 
junk, and with a crowd of the worst 
looking North China cut-throats it 
seemed possible to congregate as his 
crow, he sailed through the blockading 
fleet and landed on the sandy beach at 
Pigeon Bay. From here he made his 
way Into the fortress, only to be im- 
mediately arrested and clapped Into a 
cell with a number of Russian officers 
held for various military offenses, on 
suspicion of being a spy. Nine days 
he spent in the prison at Port Arthur, 
being offered scant opportunity to 
make Investigation of the defences, 
and he was then taken back to Pigeon 
Hay and placed on board a junk with 
orders not to return. With this junk 
he made his way back to Chefoo and 
cabled to Indianapolis an interesting 
story of his adventure. 

Fraternizes With Russians , 
"While in the prison at Port Arthur 
Mr. Fuller made the acquaintance of 
' a number of Russian officers and lie 
has a gold and bcjeweled cigarette 
case inscribed with their names be- 

- cause of some things he did for them. 
When he was thrown into their midst, 
the war correspondent considered he 
ought to pay his footing In the prison 
mess, and lie sent a Russian soldier 
out to buy what liquid refreshment 
wus to be secured. The soldier brought, 
back a case of Three Star Hcnncssy, 
for which he paid 22 roubles and Mr. 
Fuller dumped the bottles on the door 
and asked the assembled prisoners to 
have a drink with him. Mr. Fuller's 
experiences in that prison were 
unique. He had a busy time, for, as 
a newspaperman will, he Improved the 
shining hour by getting a string of 
personal experiences of the siege and 
Its horrors from his fellow prisoners. 
When, after his nine days incarcera- 
tion, the officials came to release him. 
Mr. Fuller carried out letters and 
telegrams from the Russian soldiers 
to inform ■ their friends and relations 
of their welfare. 

He tore open the lining of his wai3t 
.coat, and sewed in a number of letters 

. .and .. cablegrams, and, in case these 
should be taken from 'him, he made 
notes on his skin with indelible, pencil 
Of {he contents so that lie could re- 
write them for the Russians. Lieut. 
Peter Willensky was one' of the num- 
ber, and he had left a young bride of 
a few -days to' -go to Port Arthur. 
Months had passed and she did not 
know if he was alive or dead. Mr. 
Fuller took a cablegram for her, afM 
when he reached Chefoo he sent a 
message which comrorted hor. among 
other women in.far away Russia. 'The 
war had been over some time when a 
party of Russian' officers arrived In 
Chicago, and telegraphed to Mr.- Fuller 
to join them at a dinner at the Audi- 
torium Annex Hotel! It developed-that 
the dinner was given in his honor by 
Peter Willenuky, who presented him 
with -the cigarette" ense with his ini- 
tials In diamonds/ engraved with - the 
names of the fellow prisoners he be- 
friended. 

A Boxer Too 

During the dull days In Tokyo, when 
a hundred and fifty waiting war cor- 
respondents waited for permission to 
go to the front, a permission given to 
a minor number of them, Hector Ful- 
ler became known as "The American 
Champion," and a boxing contest was 
arranged to take place between him 
and Reginald Glossop, a young Eng- 
lishman, who was known as the Cham- 
pion of England. Arrangements were 
made for a ring at the back of the Im- 
perial Hotel and the two went into 
training. 

"It was awful," said Mr. Fuller, re- 
calling the training. "They got me out 
of bed when morning was an infant 
and ran me for miles. The corres- 
pondent's riding school . would some- 
times act as pacemakers. If 1 asked 
for a drink, the bartender was notliied 
to give me Tansan or other less hurt- 
ful liquid. If I asl.Ld far some Dewar, 
or something like a man would want 
to drink, my leading trainers, Richard 
Harding Davis and John Fox would 
sweep it aside. 'No, you're In training,' 
they would say. Then if I picked up a 
cigarette, they took it from me with 
the remark 'Cigarettes' are bad for 
your wind.. That training proved 
Sherman's remark concerning war. 
Guy Schull, of the New York Globe, 
became my sparring partner, and he 
got used up a little. This spoiled the 
fight. Poor Schull came into the bar 
one day with his face decorated and 
met Glossop. 

"'What have you been doing?' 
asked Glossop. 

'"Sparring with Fuller,' said Schull. ' 

"Next morning Ashinead Bartlett, of 
the A. P., who was Glossop's trainer, 
enme to Davis and complained about 
the excessive weight. Thoy argued 
that out, and then other sticklers were 
brought up, with tin- result that the 



scrap was off. Tho war correspon 
dent's purse was not fought for." 
His Lawful Occasions 

Fuller was one of tho correspon- 
dents who kept on tho fringe of tilings, 
seeking adventure. He did not attach 
himself to either Russian, or Japanese 
armies, but wandered about near the 
edge of the war areas seeking pictur 
esquo details of the things that were 
occurring. One of his trips was to tho 
camp of General Ma, since dead, who 
had charge of the Chinese forces near 
tile Great Wall. Another trip was to 
the headquarters of the Hunghutz 
brigands, who carried on a guerilla 
-warfare against the Russians in Man- 
churia in pay of tho Japanese, and ho 
went with a blockade runner to seek 
to make his way for the second time 
into Port Arthur, an expedition which 
failed.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22. — Engineer 
John Cody's presence of mind prob- 
ably averted what might have been a 
serious accident to a crowded ten-car 
passenger train on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad to- 
day. The train was running SO miles 
an hour just west of Mount Vernon 
on the electric division, when tho 
coupling between the electric engino 
and the first car parted. The freed 
engine leaped one hundred feet ahead 
of the cars, which were following at 
high speed.- Cody cool-headedly dim- 
inished the engine's speed, letting tho 
train overtake him, until the first 
platform touched the engine with, 
barely perceptible Impact. Then Cody 
applied tho brakes and stopped the 
train. 



Waste of Resources. 

HALIFAX, Feb. 22. — Hon. Clifford 
Si f ton delivered an interesting address 
on the conservation of our natural re- 
sources before the Canadian club here 
last night. The speaker, who Is the 
head of the conservation commission, 
urged the importance of guarding our 
forests and other resources. He said 
that as things are going at present the 
United States would cut her last stick 
of timber in thirty years, and if then 
she, turned to us jve could only supply 
her and ourselves for seven years, but 
If Xve' preserve our forests on a scien- 
tific basis, as is done in Germany, we 
would have an ample supply . for gen- 
erations. He urged the need of horti- 
cultural education and spoke- of the 
wheat fields of the west. England 
raised 32 bushels of wheat to the acre 
and Germany 27 1-2, -while Manitoba, 
the best wheat district in the world, 
raised but 10 bushels to ^ho acre bo-

It is made 
by adding rennet to milk.

Highly ripened cheeses like Stilton, 
Roquefort, Brie, C&membcrt and Llm- 
burger are excellent appetizers and 
stimulants to digestion, though many 
of the strong chees.es are not accept- 



able to the average stomach. 

Cheese Is one of the concentrated 
foods, and contains more ' than twice 
tho amount of nutriment of any other 
known substance. It must, therefore, 
be used in small quantities and with 
foods which contain little nitrogenous 
matter. ■ 



Microbes. 

A wholesome horror of microbes is 
a good thing for n housekeeper to pos- 
sess, and few of them have any too 
great an diversion to these dread in- 
vadera of our hearths and homes. 



Nevertheless it is possible to carry all 
good things too far, and some people 
make themselves quite unnecessarily 
nervous about these microscopic en- 
emies. It is Just ns well to remember 
— sometimes that even microbes have 
their place and use in the economy of 
nature. Some of them are beneficent, 
and a perfectly healthy person need 
have little fear of tho injurious ones. 
It Is true that few are perfectly 
healthy, but oven_ a moderate degree 
of health goes a long way In the war 
with these infinitesimal organisms. 
The Juices of the healthy Btomach are 



poison to the cholera germ, bacteri- 
ologists say, and even tho dreaded tu- 
bercle bacilli can no more grow In a 
healthy pair of lungs than potatoes 
can grow on a rock. This immunltv 
is, in fact, our only reliable safeguard 
against the microbe. With all our 
care, tho germs ' of malignant disease 
enter our bodies by millions, arid even ' 
live habitually in our tissues, but so 
long as wo are tolerably well they do 
not gro-\y or multiply to such an extent 
as to harm us.

Startling Facts in Rogard to Toronto's 
Supply Discoverod by Provin- 
cial Commission

TORONTO, Feb. 22.— Toronto has 
the worst milk of any city in the 
province, is the most starting dis- 
closure of any made in the report of 
the milk commission laid on the table 
of the legislature. 

It shows that from 70,000 to 100,000 
bacteria exist in every sixteen drops 
of milk. The report also says that 
Toronto must have control of its milk 
Supply source, which takes in an area 
of between forty and fifty miles 'sur- 
rounding tho city. 

Some of tho sources of supply have 
heen found to be filthy from a sani- 
tary point of view, while much of the 
milk Is below standard. Places which 
supply milk have been found absolute- 
ly unlit to supply it for human use. 
Pasteurizing- of milk in Toronto, as it 
exists, only destroys a portion of tho 
Kerms, the tubercular and fever Kerins 
thriving:. Commercial pasteurization 
merely transform an aquarium Into a 
cemetery. 

The commissioners have discovered 
that In some eases the milkers prac- 
tically washed their hands in the milk, 
and they advise that the farmers bo 
compelled to supply milk conforming' to 
municipal regulations. ' :

New Protesliaus Which Has 
Left Liverpool Has Capacity 
for Thousand Tons Cargo 
Over Others 



The Teucer, of the Blue Funnel line, 
readied the outer wharf yesterday 
morning from Puget Sound to dis- 
charge 1,500 tons of general cargo at 
the outer wharf, including i',00 tons of 
steel rails for the B. C. Electric Rail- 
way company, and a shipment of 22- 
irich pipes for the Eaqulmalt Water- 
works company, each pipe weighing 
one and a half tons. The steamer will 
take on some outward cargo before 
leaving, including salmon and salt fish. 
Tho steamer Antllochus, hoinebound, 
will sail from the , outer wharf today 
In command of Capt. Stewart, who 
camo from Liverpool' to replace the 
late Capt. G."D. Keay. The Antllochus 
has a large cargo of general freight, 
mostly for the United Kingdom. 
The New Steamer. 

The new steamer Proteslilaus, which 
is 1,000 tons larger capacity than any 
of the large liners now used In this 
service by tho Blue Funnel lino, left 
Liverpool on February 5 for Victoria 
by way of the usual ports of call. She 
Is tho only one of the lino fitted with 
accommodations for saloon passen- 
gers. The Protesliaus is a ship of 
quite exceptional dimensions. Sho was 
the seventh in point of size launched 
from a British shipyard in 190'J; and 
her 9,528 board of trade tonnage means 
that she has a deadweight capacity of 
about 13,000 tons. Built at Hebburn 
by, Messrs. R. & W. Hawthorn, Leslie 
& • Co., Ltd., to the order of Messrs. 
Alfred Holt & Co., Liverpool, she was 
launched on October 29 last, and was 
named on. that occasion by Mrs. Rich- 
ard D. Holt, wife of the member for 
Hexham. The vessel's length is 501 
feet, her breadth 60 feet 3 Indies and 
her depth 42 feet inches. Acommo- 
dation for a number of lirst class 
passengers and about 5S0 'emigrants is 
provided.- There 'are seven holds, and 
tho cargo gear consists of no less than 
26- winches and 30 derricks, capable 
of lifting weights up to u0 tons. For 
tho For Eastern " general cargo trade, 
for which she has been designed, her 
spacious holds, clear of obstructions, 
are well suited to. the stowage of bulky 
cargo, such as railway cars, or boilers. 
It will be soon that there are no masts, 
but four large pillars are fitted, two 
forward and,, two: aft, - at the side of 
the vessel, -which . serve the purpose of 
derrick posts. ' The two forward pil- 
lars aro joined by a bridge about 75 
feet' above water, which will be useful 
as a look-out. Electric light is fitted 
throughout. Her main machinery, con- 
structed by the North-Eastcrn Marine 
Engineering Co., Ltd., at Wnllsend, 
consists of two sets of triple-expan- 
sion engines, with cylinders 23 in., 
38 1-2 in., and 65 In. by -18 in. stroke, 
steam being supplied by three boilers 
working at l'JO lbs. pressure. 

The steamer Seattle maru, of the 
Osaka Shosen kaisha, reached Tacomn 
yesterday from Yokohama, after a pas 
sage of sixteen days from the Japanese 
port. She brought a cargo, including 
silk, worth half a million dollars, a'nti 
has a full cargo booked for the home 
ward run'. 



PIONEER SHIPMASTER 

PASSES TO REST 



Capt, George Naunton Dead at San 
Francisco— Crime to Victoria 
in Early Days of City 

Captain George Naunton, who com- 
manded several ships which came to 
Victoria in the pioneer days of the 
city, and for many years has been a 
resident of the Callfornlan port, is 
dead at Oakland at the age of 71 years. 
Ho went to sea as an apprentice when 
14 years of age and commanded a 
vessel at the age of 2C. In 1860 lie was 
wrecked in the Gulf of California in 
the British burk Kent and went to 
Kan Francisco to take up ills resi- 
dence'; He was British shipping com- 
missioner there until 1890, when lie 
retired to give up 'his time to chart- 
table work, particularly to the Sea- 
men's Institute,

With Broken Shaft and Towed 
Hon Into Dublin Bay 

The Increase In the number of largo 
steamers fitted with twin-screws, the 
Improvement in marine machinery, 
and the greater tare taken in the test- 
ing of propeller shafts, have combined 
to make salvages of "lame ducks" of 
rarer occurrence than they used to bo. 
Every now and then, however, such a 
bit of luck comes in tho way of some 
fortunate skipper, .as when the steam- 
er Wlnsttinley last week fell In with 
the Assyria wallowing in a hopeless 
condition, and towed her into Dublin 
Ray. Tlie Assyria had arrived In Lon- 
don from Calcutta, and had there dis- 
charged a large portion of her chrgu. 
She was then shitting round the coast 
to Liverpool and Glasgow to complete 
discharge, when sho broke her shaft, 
and so the Wlnstanley found her. The 
Assyria Is practically uninsured, so 
that tlie salvage. Which is likely to bo 
considerable, will have to be paid by 
the owners.

J. Homer Fritch, the owner, at once. 
The Homer brought 8,844 buhchea of 
bananas for tho Pacific Tropical Fruit 
company.

Waratah. The Loodiana left Mauri- 
tius on January 10th with a cargo of 
sugar for Colombo and has not reach- 
ed her destination. Ninety per cent, 
has been paid to reinsure the steamer 
and no insurance Venn lie effected oven 
at that price. In common with other 
steamers of tlie British India Com- 
pany, the Loodiana is not Insured, but 
her cargo of sugar is covered In tlie 
London market for $15t,000. The 
steamer Itola, of the lirltlsh India 
Company, has been despatched in 
search of the missing Loodiana.

FIERCE RATE WAR 
ON PUGET SOUND 



Company Involved Recently in 
Fight With C, P. R, Has 
Another Struggle on its 
' Hands 



Joshua Green, whose fight with the 
C. P. R. steamships on tho Alctorla- 
Scattlo-Vuncouvor route will bo remem- 
bered, has another big transportation 
light on his hands, fares having drop- 
ped to 25 cents on tho Seattlo- 
Bolllngham route. Tho rato was for- 
merly $1.25. Tho ICltsnp of tlie Kitsap 
County Transportation company is 
iielicduled to go into the fight with the 
Puget Sound Navigation company on 
March 2nd and when tho Kitsap blows 
her whlstlo onp of the steamers of 
Mr. Green's company will blow also 
with rates cut down as low ns possible 
to cut them. 

A grim humor may be added to tho 
situation by tho Puget Sound Naviga- 
tion company placing the steamer Hy- 
nk on tho run against the Kitsap com- 
pany and under charter to tho Puget 
ttound Navigation company. Local 
shipping men look for a long and bitter 
struggle as tho Kitsap bus received 
assurances of support from Belllngham 
commercial bodies, while the resources 
of the Puget Sound ' Navigation coinany 
aro regarded as ample to meet any de- 
velopments in tlie rate war no matter 
how long it lasts. 

Old Feud Develops. 

Tho war on the Belllngham route is 
another development of tho feud be- 
tween tho Kitsap company mid the big- 
ger organization which started last fall. 
James A. Mooro, in developing bis 
Irondalo properties, desired better boat 
service between Irondalo and Seattle 
than then existed, the regular fare be- 
ing regarded as too high to attract 
traffic that way, and Irondule, then In 
embryo, bolng- off tlie traveled routo. 
Ho approached the Puget Sound Navi- 
gation company for a service, but as 
the business In sight was limited tho 
steamboat company would offer, nothing 
better thun the regular Port Townsend 
steamers and tho regular fares, and 
would not consent to nil their steamers 
going to Irondalo, which Is several 
miles off- tho direct route to Port 
Townsend. 

Things were at n deadlock until tho 
[rpndaie company ' discovered that tho 
fast steamer Hyalt, of the Kitsap com- 
pany, was without 'a, rogular run, and 
it was chartered jfor , one year for a 
daily service from .Seattle to Irondalo 
and Port Townsend; at $150 a Cay, tho 
Intention being to give reduced fares 
both ways. This arrangement ended 
in the Pugot Sound Navigation company 
taking over tho charter 01; tho Hyak 
and operating her jb^ connection with 
its Port Townsend .service, giving spe- 
cial homeseekors" rates to Irondalo and 
return the same day, but no other re- 
ductions In rates.. . 

Opening of the War. 

Simultaneously'- with the employment 
of tho Hyak' 011 tho Port Townsend run, 
war was opened on the Kitsap County 
company's runs on the Dogfish Bay 
route. The Seattle-Poulsbo Route Com- 
pany was organized and the fare of 25 
cents one way was cut to 20 cents re- 
turn, while on strictly freight boats 
passengers were carried free. The Klt- 
snp company did not cut its rates, and 
a short time ago the Kitsap was taken 
off this run, tho gasoline launch Don- 
colla replacing her and giving a 5-cent 
rate. 

Tlie steamer Kitsap was pent to King 
& Wlnge's yards for overhauling, and 
is having a grillroom and other Im- 
provements Installed preparatory to go- 
ing on tho Belllngham run, and with 
tho announcement that she would cut 
into that routo tho Puget Sound Navi- 
gation company rushed the steamer 
Chippewa to Moran's.for repairs. Tho 
Chippewa was one of the steamers In- 
jured by the steamer Montara when 
she . ran amuck in tho galo on New 
Year's day, after breaking from her 
moorings in the bay. The Chippewa is 
duo to go to Moran's dry dock today 
and in tho interval, until the repairs are 
completed, the run in opposition to tho 
Kltsa will be taken by either the City 
of Everett or the steamer Hyak; which 
may be diverted from the Tort Town- 
send run for that purpose. 

The Chippewa was the chief lighting 
machlno of the Puget Sound Navigation 
company when that company and tho 
Canadian Pacific railroad steamships 
wore nt daggers drawn for over a year. 
Tlie City of Everett was recently pur- 
chased by tho Puget Sound company, 
and Is also a fast vessel. Sho was on 
the Belllngham run four years ago and 
logged some fast, trips. 

The Puget Sound Navlgaiion company 
now has three boats a day put of Bel- 
llngham. Tho Iroquois, from Vancou- 
ver, snlls from Bolllnghnin for Seattle 
at 4:30 p. m.; the steamer Perdlta sails 
southward at 10:3p a. m„ and the 
steamers Walalealo and Utopia alter- 
nate, sailing at 8 p. 111. These vessels 
will bo continued at the regular rate 
the cut rate applying only to tho ve 
sol which will sail oh the time of tl 
Kitsap County Transportation con 
pany'S boat.

GOES NORTH TO 

RAI SE THE YUCATAN 

Salvage Steamer. Santa Cruz Leaves 

Seattle'-— Further Particulars ,of. 

.'Dis.as.t6r to Northern Steamer 

The salvage .steamer Qanta Cruz of 
tho Puget Sound Salvage Company, 
went north yesterday to raise the 
steamer Yucatan. The Santa. Cruz 
{ was chartered by the owners on a per 
| diem arrangement without waiting for 
j word from Lloyd's, who have the in- 
surance on tho steamer. The hole In 
tho vessel's side torn by the ice is 
abeam of the fore batch oh the port 
side. At low tide she lies in sixteen 
feet of water at the bow and thirty- 
five feet astern. At high tide tho 
water Is half way to the top of the 
smoking room, which is located on the 
hurricane deck aft. Tho passenger 
deck is out of water at low tide. 

• From a superficial survey of tho 
craft it Is not thought that tlie for- 
ward bulkhead, which Is just aft of 
tho forehatch and next to tho bunk- 
ers, has given away, although tho 
force of ithe imprisoned water wasti- 
ng back after she was beached is ex- 
pected to have been heavy. 

Sounding In the fore tank, in which 
was stored fresh Vater, give seven 
feet more water than there is outside 
the tank, and as this tank has not 
been disturbed, It is bolleved that tho 
bulkhead has been strong enough to 
withstand the force of tho impact 
when sho hit tho beach. J. E. Pharo 
will superintend the work at the 
wreck, and T. \V. Spencer, marine en- 
gineer, went north to represent tho 
owners, whil Cupt. C. E. Gonereaux 
wont north to represent tho under- 
writers. 

Further advices received from tho 
north state that the shock when tha 
Yucatan struck the ice was so slight 
that the coal passers below knew 
nothing of what had occurred until 

• he water canie into the vessel, and 
they fled in a panic up tho compan- 
lonways, Although within a few feet 
of the spot where the sharp, hard ieo 
did tlie hurt to the ship's plates, tho 
Impact was so Imperceptible that 
there was not a jar to the/ vessel's 
fabric below the water line. 

Capt. Porter ran his vessel seven 
miles from the point where the col- 
lision occurred until she was beached, 
forty-five minutes being consumed in 
the trip. The lifeboats were lowered 
to the rail ready for tho passengers to 
enter, but there was plenty of time to 
get mattresses mid bedding and can- 
vas for the tents. Provisions other 
than the regulation pilot bread and 
water ready in the boats were not 
gotten until the necessities to assure 
warmth ashore were secured, and then 
the stewards were sent below to com- 
plete the commissariat with delicacies 
from tho pantres. Some of the men 
went down to tlie cold storage com? 
partments and waded waste, deep in 
the lnrushing wutor to secure moats 
from the refrigerators. 

Wireless Worked on Ships 

The wireless on tho Yucatan work- 
ed until the last, the operator staying 
by his instrument untl tho water ex- 
tinguished tho fires and the power 
gave out after- she was beached. There 
was no answer to Ills appeals for help 
because the shore operator was asleep. 
There being no steamers with wire- 
less aboard on the Southeastern 
Alaska run due at that time, he took 
the night off, never thinking of the 
possibility of the arrival of a boat 
from tlie westward.

Canada'* Niokel Deposits. 

The mines and minerals committee of 
the Dominion House of Commons has 
entered upon an important Investiga- 
tion of Canada's nickel resources, which 
represent no less than three-JIfthS of 
the world's available supply, the bal- 
ance being held In one other country, 
New Caledonia, and the whole supply 
being now In the hands of an American 
trust, the International Nickel Trust 
of New York. 

The radical and far-reaching pro- 
posal was made to the committee by 
Mr. Arthur .Wilson, an expert who has 
been for some time connected witlt the 
development of the immensely rich Sud- 
bury nickel products, and who Is now 
making a report to the British gov- 
ernment on Canada's nickel resources, 
that In tin; interests of the Dominion 
and of the Empire as a whole, the 
Canadian government should stop hi 
and take over t he ownership, or other- 
wise provide for government control of 
these nickel deposits. He pointed out 
to the committee the Immense potential 
development possible In the Industry. 
Noting the increasing Importance of 
the mineral for manufacturing purposes 
particularly in the construction of 
steel battleships, as a matter of Im- 
perial urgency it was important that 
Great Britain should be placed In a po- 
sition of advantage over all countries 
by securing the control of tne world's 
nickel resources, both from the stand- 
point of naval supremacy and from the 
standpoint of industrial development. 
At present, the trust, by keeping down 
production, kept the sale for nickel so 
high, that practically only governments 
were able to purchase 't In anything 
like large quantities. Tens of millions 
of tons of the Canadian nickel deposits 
were now lying nnexploiled because It 
did not suit the purposes of the trust 
te hasten production. There was being 
exported from Canada annually to the 
Now Jersey smelters 38,000,000 pounds 
of nickel matte, and the loss in wages 
to Canadian artisans through the non- 
manufacture into the finished product 
In this country was over a million dol- 
lars per year.

Wlmt is Or«? 

After an unsuccessful search for a 
satisfactory definition of the word 
"ore," .1. l'\ Kemp suggests the follow- 
ing: "In the scientific sense an ore is 
a metalliferous mineral belonging to a 
group of those which have profitably 
yielded the metals to the miner or 
metallurgist. In its technical sense nit 
ore is a metalliferous mineral or an 
aggregate of metalliferous minerals, 
more or less mixed with gangue and 
capable of being, from the standpoint 
of the miner, won at a profit: or from 
the standpoint of the metallurgist, 
treated at a profit. 

nigh Explosives in Mining. 
At a great many mines and quarries 
a prejudice exists among the minors 
against the use of dynamite of a higher 
grade than 40 per cent., this regardless 
of the hardness of tin* rock mined. In 
mining a moderately hard and easily 
fractured material 10 per cent, explo- 
sive gives good results, and has the ad- 
vantage of being comparatively safe. 
However, even 10 per cent, dynamite is 
not a material with which one can of- 
forel to be careless. If a man is care- 
ful and uses ordinary intelligence In 
handling dynamite, 60, SO or even 93 
per cent. blasting gelatin can be 
handled with a reasonable degree of se- 
curity. In many or the min.es in the 
west when- ore with a hard, tough • 
quartz gangue is encountered, 60 and 
even Mi per cent, dynamite lias proven 
far more satisfactory than the lower 
grade material, giving a broken product 
which can he easily shoveled in the 
ears without previous cobbing or pen- 
ning. In several instances, nitro-gly- 
corlne anil even gun-cotton have been 
Used with success. 

Tlie pyrrhotlte ore encountered in 
the mines of the Tennessee Copper 
company is extremoly hard and tough 
in many places. in the Eureka open- 
OUt mine where the ore is very tough 
and cemented with a b'uo quartz gan- 
gue, the company is experimenting 
with 95 per cent, blasting gelatin, man- 
ufactured by the Du Pont Powder com- 
pany. As far as can he seen from the 
work already dime, this explosive is 
giving excellent results. Owing to the. 
prejudice of the miners against high ex- 
plosives, il was introduced at llrst with- 
out telling the miners of Its grade! 
Now. however, after the men have be- 
come accustomed to using it, they reel 
no more fear of It, seemingly, than 
they do of the ordinary 40 or (10 per 
cent, grade dynamite. It has been found 
to shatter the rocks much more than a 
lower grade powder, and about eight or 
nine sticks of the gelatin will do as 
much work, or break down as much 
rock as nearly double that many sticks 
of 10 per cent, dynamite.

where the men nro not afraid of li, as 
tlioy hud it will not stay in upcast 
holes,

The decision as to tin. grade of dy- 
namite to he used should depend upon 
the results obtained, In a locality 
where labor is expensive it tuny be 
more economical to use high-grado ex- 
plosive on account of (.he labor saved 
from hlocktlng or sledging the ore shot 
down, whereas, witlt similar ore. In 
another region where cheap labor is 
available. II max- prove cheaper to use 
a lower grade of dynamite and cob the 



large blocks of ore by hand. Bach su- 
perintendent must determine the grade 
of explosive best suited to his condi- 
tions, However, with the present tend 
ency towards labor-saving, the useful 
ness of the higher explosives Is bound 
to become more and more recognized. 

Valnlng Mining Stocks. 

When you come lo study a. mining 
Investment look first to the question of 
the amount of ore which tlie property 
has developed, nnd the profit per year 
which In can make. Take into consid- 
eration the fact that if no ore were 
found during the five, ten or twenty 
years that the mine will exist, that it 
not only has to pay you back interest 
on your money, but It also has to re- 
turn you your capital. In this connec- 
tion I call your attention to tlie two 
tables which are published by Herbert 
O. Hoover In his book on mining pub- 
lished last year. In this book the llrst 
table shows the present value of an 

annual dividend over years at 

per cent., and replacing capital by re- 
investment of an annual sum at I per 
cent. If, for example, you have a mine 
which can pay 51 per share per year 
for twenty years, and you feel that you 
will be satisfied with G per cent, in- 
terest on your money, then you can 
afford to pay $10.(18 for ooch share of 
stock, and out or the $1 which you re- 
ceive you may consider 64e as Interest 
on your investment, and 36c as return 
of capital, the Idea being that if tills 
36o were Invested at 1 per cent, and 
eacn year you compounded your Inter- 
est, at the end of twenty years It would 
produce for you your original invest- 
ment of JlO.iiS. t say to you that when 
you buy your mining stock tulte this 
Into consideration but do not let il he 
the whole point governing your invest- 
ment. You must, from the reports of 
of the engineers or the manager, take 
into consideration the possibilities of 
finding further ore. If these possibil- 
ities are good, and nt the same time you 
consider that the price of the metal 
which this mine produces is going to 
advance, then you certainly have a 
good investment. One can got into few 
businesses and get per cent, return 
on his money, have absolute security 
and at the same time a chance of hav- 
ing the business and the profits douole 
or treble as Is often the case with good 
mining Investments, 

If you wisli to look on it from the 
other point of view, the third table in 
Mr. Hoover's book will give you some 
Idea, of the means of determining value. 

.1. H, Curie, of London, who is con- 
sidered one of the best valuers of gold 
mines, considered that any gold mine 
that looked good In the bottom, and 
that had (10 per cent, of Its selling 
value in sight, was a good Investment. 
However, I do not wish you to he car- 
ried away with the Idea that ore in 
sight is of necessity tlie most important 
thing in a mine. Four or live years 
ago, when the question of ore in sight 
was receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion by engineers, 1 wrote an article 
asking the question, if it might not be 
possible for a mine to have too much 
ore in sight. I advanced reasons for 
this, which I think wero correct, > the

PAULS. Peb. 10.— The attitude of the 
Roman Catholics in the forthcoming 
elections continues to be a question of 
considerable political impoi tuiicu, inas- 
much as the Separation has now abol- 
ished once and for all the disabilities 
that under the Concordat attached to 
the clergy In their capacity of civil ser- 
vants. 

Clerical opinion Is divided on this 
subject. In the Haute Garonne Monslg- 
nor Germain, Archbishop of Toulouse, 
placed himself at tho head of a Roman 
Catholic Alliance pledged to support, 
only such candidates as would under- 
take to fight tor the re-establishment or 
religions peace, firstly, by a direct 
agreement with the pope, or, falling this 
by new legislation acceptable to the 
Holy See; and secondly, hy tlie com- 
plete restoration of educational liberty. 
The more moderate Roman Catholics, 
however, regarded tills programme with 
alarm; though It appeared to have re- 
ceived tho approval of (he Vatican and 
tlie Clerical press gave it an enthusias- 
tic reception. 

Shortly after the formation or (Ids 
alliance Monslgnor Turlnaz. bishop of 
Nancy, advocated the formation or n 
party composed of all the friends of law 
and order. He suggested a programme 
which, lo those who lime grown weary 
of religious strife In Prance, and who 
welcomed M. Brlaiid's references (o tol- 
erance and conciliation as "the opening 
of a window In a stifling room." 1ms 
(lie Inestimable advantage of making a 
definite distinction between religious 
and politics.

erty—and the party is required lo set

pion of success. Monslgnor Turlnaz's 
proposals received the assent of tlie llo- 
ly.Seo, and the -majority of the French 
Episcopate, Including Monslgnor Ger- 
main himself, expressed their approval. 
The extreme Clericals, however,- ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction, and made no se- 
cret of their preforenco for tlie policy 
suggested by I bo Archbishop of Tou- 
louse. 

Another Manifesto 

Monslgnor Turjnaa' has just Issued an- 
other manifesto In which he replies to 
tho criticisms of tho extreme Clerical 
party. He points out, firstly, "that tho 
Roman Catholics, grouped under tho di- 
rection of their bishops for the dofonco 
of religious Interests— and this with 
special reference to electoral conflicts 
will only be able to i-cly on the support 
of those Roman Catholics who aro 
really loyal and devout, and oven of 
these a considerable proportion will re- 
fuse to be directed by their bishops in 
a political nnd electoral conflict. Couse- 
qubhtly tills Roman Catholic group will 
he reduced to a very feeble minority." 

Secondly, the manifesto' contends that 
If (he bishops ure officially at the head 
of the movement the Antt-Clerlcals will 
be able to rely on (he support of public 
opinion. Thirdly, the clergy, being oc- 
cupied with electoral questions, will be 
taltcn from its duties. Fourthly, it is 
hopeless to imagine that ho small a 
group of Roman Catholics under the 
political direction of the bishops can ef- 
fect a union with the lukewarm Roman 
Catholics, the sincere Liberals, and the 
muss of modern opinion, "Fifthly," 
says Monslgnor Turlmtz. "my proposal 
has the advantage over that of the 
Bishop of Toulouse of giving clearer 
and more definite rules for the attitude 
of Roman Catholics In tho choice of 
candidates." 

As fo,r "the relations between the 
bishops and their following of devout 
Roman Catholics and the body which 
will undertake tlie direction of politi- 
cal interests." the bishop defines them 
in the words of the Encyclical or Leo 
XI II. concerning the religious and civil 
powers: "Each of them Is sovereign in 
its own affairs, and each of them Is 
confined within limits clearly marked 
out In accordance with Its purpose and 
meaning. 

Tlie "Temps" remarks that "if is a 
sign of the times that a. bishop who 
was supposed to be inclined to err 
rather on tlie side of excessive zeal lias 
realized the imperious necessity of dis- 
tinguishing between the -religious and 
political domains for the protection of 
the Roman Catholic faith and interests." 

Proceed Against Clergy 

The federation of the friendly -so- 
cio! les of public school teachers has In- 
stituted civil proceedings against the 
French cardinals, archbishop and bish- 
ops Individually for an attack upon tlie 
moral character of the teachers witli 
the object of professionally discrediting 
(hem. The federation demands dam- 
ages for libel to the amount of $1,250 
from each of tlie signatories of the first 
eplscopul manifesto. 

The "Journal des Debuts" does not 
think that the federation is well ad- 
vised, and recommends 'the teachers to 
leave the defence of their corporate in- 
terests to tho government, and to tho 
whole body of French Republicans, who, 
as M. Rlbot incidentally observed in the 
senate, are to ii man determined to 
maintain the principle ot "l'ecole pub- 
llquo, lnlque et noutre." 

The "Temps" criticizes severely the 
Federation of Teachers' Friendly So- 
cieties for taking legal action against 
the bishops. 

It considers that the authors of the 
school books Which were condemned In 
the bishops' letter have every right to 
take their case Into the courts, but it 
strongly objects to die collective action 
of the teachers. It is admitted that all 
the teachers have not Invariably been 
above suspicion of having violated the 
principle of neutrality. <

Proscribe Books 

The French cardinals, archbishops and 
bishops the other day proscribed a cer- 
tain number of school books which are 
in use in the "neutral" schools. These 
books were various histories of France 
iy M, Calvet, by MM. GaUthlor Des- 
hamps, by MM. Gulot nnd Mane, and by 
MM. Bogie and Despique. The history 
of Franco by MM. Aulard and Debidour 
was also proscribed, as were M. Au lard's 
"Elements d'Instructlon Civlque." and 
M. Jules Payot's "Corns do Morale" and 
"LO Morale a l'Eoolo." It Is stated on 
high authority that a number of the 
proscribed books are actually in use in 
tlie ecolcs Ilbres, or private schools, mid 
even in some of tlie schools under Con- 
gi'CgUtlonlst guidance, of which the bish- 
ops otherwise, approve. M. Aubard, 
whose books are on the bishops' pro- 
scribed list. Is a professor of history 
at the Sorbonno and an cm I non I writer 
on I he period of tho Revolution, as well 
as the author of a translation of Leo- 
pardi's works and of a critical work on 
that poet. M. Aulard Informs tlie 
"Temps" that, as he has just returned 
from traveling In Holy, he has not bad 
time to decide upon any action with re- 
gard to the episcopal denunciation hav- 
ing exceeded their rights, and Unit the 
authors of the proscribed books would 
have grounds for instituting proceedings 
against thorn In the civil courts. 

The Archbishop of Paris, In a tetter 
io (he cures of his diocese, maintains 
that the bishops are not preaching re- 
bellion against tho law. (hough they 
certainly consider that a human law Is 
not binding if it be opposed, lo the divine 
law. What tlioy insist upon is tlie ob- 
servance of the clause In the school law 
Which forbids any offence to the faith 
of those who attend a public school.

Nelson almost 
forced AVoIgast through the ropes mid 
then assisted him to tho centre or the 
ring. AVoIgast smiled and shook the 
Champions hand wni-mly. Wolgast then 
hooked his loft twice in quick suc- 
cession to the Jaw and followed It with 
a straight right to the face and tho 
bell ended a rather tamo round. 

Round IB — Betting now oven money. 
They whaled ineffectively at one anoth- 
er, both displaying more caution than 
in any previous round. Nelson then 
wrested his man about the ring, only 
to be rewarded with a left uppercut on 
tho sore mouth. Nelson outpointed 
badly but continued to force tho pace 
all the whllo the target for AVol- 
gast's well timed swings. Nelson mis- 



sed a terrific swing that was lobel- 
led "knock out" and this taught AVoI- 
gast that he had better be careful. It 
was anothor tamo round. 

Round 16 — Wolgast swung several 
times ovor the kidneys and they rough- 
ed It, Nelson receiving greater punish- 
ment. AA r olgast kept pegging away with 
.right and left to Jaw and finally a tre- 
mendous drive caught Nelson's jaw. He 
I never wavered but closed In exchang- 
I Ing punch for punch. Nelson swung 
1 left and right to the body and forced 
1 his man ngainst the ropes landing sev- 
eral times with right and left to the 
jaw. Nelson wont to his seat dancing. 

Round 17 — AVoIgast backed away, 
Nelson throwing himself at him. AVoI- 
gast met the onslaughts with right and 
left swings to the body. Nelson fought 
hard and never stopped. Finally AVol- 
gasts wung a terrific right to the jaw 
and then shot In a half dozen right 
swings over the champion's sore oar. 
Nelson received a hard left uppercut on 
tho Jaw causing tbe blood to flow 
afresh. The men fought every inch of 
the way. 

Round IS — "How do you feel" asked 
Nelson as his man came up. "As it" 
I were punching, a bag" was the quick 
answer of AVoIgast with which he 
waded in, landing right and left' on 
Nelson's sore mouth. Wolgast slipped 
to Ills knees In his own corner but was 
up in a second. He covered up with 
Nelson battering away but falling to 
land. AVoIgast apparently staggered 
the champion, sending In several vic- 
ious right swings to the jaw. AVoIgast 
deliberately butted the champion with 
his head and was quickly rebuked by 
Referee Smith. Thecrowd hissed and 
round ended without damage. 

Round 10 — The men came up almost 
as fresh as at the beginning. AA'ol- 
gast timo and again jabbed his left, to 
face, Nelson coming back fiercely but 
not landing. They battled about tho 
ring, .Nelson never. relenting and AA'ol- 
gast slowly breaking ground and play- 
ing for face and jaw with short arm 
jolts. AVoIgast staggered the champion 
with a succession of powerful rights to 
jaw. There was no' giving way with 
Nelson und as round ended trotted to 
his seat. 

Round 20— They slugged and rough- 
ed it from one end of the ring to the 
other. It. was the same old story. 
Nelson forcing and" AVoIgast retreating 
and peppering the champion's badly 
swollen face. Wolgast planted left 
to jaw with much force as round end- 
ed. It was a tame round. 

Round 21— Nelson opened the round 
with a vicious straight right to the 
jaw and AVoIgast sought refuge in a 
clinch. Nelson planted right und left 
on jaw and Wolgast almost backed to 
tho ropes. They milled it to centre 
of "ring Without damage and then ex- 
changed rights to face. AVoIgast 
swung hard right to' Jaw, Nelson 
countering with right cross to samo 
place. Bell ended a tame round. 

Round 22 — Nelson staggered his 
man with a clean light to the stom- 
ach, following his advantage landed 
right and left to the jaw and body. A 
right swing sent AVoIgast to his 
haunches. Ho was up quickly, but 
staggered about the ring. AVoIgast 
stalled for half a minute, and both 
swung fiercely at eanh other. Nel- 
son tried with all his might for a 
knockout, but failed. AVolgast's 
seconds gave him whiskey as he took 
his seat. It was all Nelson's round. 

Round 23— Nelson went after his 
man, and AVoIgast fought back game- 
ly. He swung twice to the battler's 
jaw with right and then a hard rally 
in the middle of the ring followed, 
both landing telling punches. Nel- 
son nppeared to be much the stronger 
of the two. Ho shot his left hard to 
the jaw, AA'olgast retaliating with left 
swing to the Jaw. Nelson tried hard 
for knockout, but AVoIgast covered 
cleverly and clinched. Round ended 
without damage. AVoIgast was again 
given whiskey during . v he minute in- 
termission. 

Round 24 — AA r olgnst came up fresh- 
or.Nolson forced him from one end of 
the ring to the other, AVoIgast in the 
meantime swinging viciously to tho 
Jaw with right and loft. Nelson only 
Shook his head and shot a hard right 
to the Jaw and left swing to stom- 
ach. Wolgast hooked his right to 
jaw, Nelson countering with left hook 
to the body. AVoIgast slowed up per- 
ceptibly, and crowd yelled, "Fight, 
Fight" The round ended tamely. 

Round 25 — Nelson rushed his man 
against the ropes, but his swings 
were badly directed. They exchang- 
ed savage lefts to tho face, and Nel- 
son crossed bis right to the jaw. AArol- 
gast sent his backers cheering by 
scoring thrice on the jaw with hard 
right swings'. Soon after he dupli- 
cated the performance, but Nelson 
never wavered. AVoIgast appeared to 
bo tiring at this stage. The crowd 
sent up a great cheer when they real- 
ized that Wolgast had stayed the 
twenty- five rounds. 

Round ,20 — They wrestled to the 
centre of the ring and refused to 
break. Then they battled face to 
face, Nelson almost closing Wolgast's 
right eye witli a straight left. After 
some slugging at close quarters, AVoI- 
gast swung a powerful wallop lo the 
battler's face, and the Dane want to 
his corner spitting blood. 

Round 27— AVoIgast changed his 
tactics at the start of this round. Hi) 
rushed In close and took the lighting 
to the Dane. Fighting shouldor to 
shoulder, each landed on the face. 
Nelson's left eye was almost entirely 
closed at this stage. AA'olgast clipped 
Nelson solidly on the jaw with ills 
right and the spectators cheered. 
AVoIgast closed In and played for the 
Dane's body, but his efforts were 
blocked and Nelson broke It up with 
a stinging right to the face. It was 
AVoIgast';; round. 

Hound ;i> — Nelson came up with 
Ids loft cheek badly swollen. They 
fought at a hot pace, locked In each 
other's embrace and wore cautioned 
to break. Breaking, AVoIgast swung 
twice with right on Nelson's sore 
faco, and at closo range swung left 
and right to Nelson's mouth, starting 
the blood. They slowed up consider- 
ably, and frequently fought to a 
clinch. Nelson wont to his corner In 
a trot. No damage. 

Round 2!) — Wolgast rushed in, grab- 
bed Nelson with one arm and fought 
to land on the body with the other. 
He finally landed Boveral swings over 
tho kidneys, and twice shot his left 
to the face. Nelson unhooked a left 
that caught AVoIgast over the heunt 



and the latter winced and groaned. 
Nelson caught his man straight on 
tho Jaw as they rushed to close quar- 
ters und then followed a succession of 
clinohes. Breaking, they exchanged 
terrific left swings to jaw' and, then 
fought to another clinch, in which 
position they were in at the end of 
the round. 

Round 30 — As the men came up for 
this round Nelson's left eye was com- 
pletely closod. The men roughed It, 
Nelson hitting rather low. The crowd 
yelled Its disapproval. At close quar- 
ters AVoIgast drove right and loft in 
the stomuch and Nelson covered up. 
Nelson then swung terrific right to 
jaw, and missed two similar blows. 
Wolgast swung right to jaw, and the 
champion broke ground for an In- 
stant. Nelson ended tho round with 
a right smash to tho chin. 

Round 31— Nelson trotted to the 
centre of the ring and AA"olgast land- 
ed several short arm jolts to tho 
stomach, following them with a right 
swing to the chin. Nelson fought 
more carefully. Wolgast swung a 
hard right to the sore cheek, after 
which both rested In a clinch. Break- 
ing, AVoIgast swung twice with right 
on the jaw and he danced away as 
the Dane rushed after him. AA'olgast 
had the advantage ol round. 

Round 32 — The men came up slow- 
ly, and immediately closed in, vol- 
leying at each other's stomach, with 
Wolgast landing frequently. Sud- 
denly AVoIgast swung with bis right, 
catching Nelson flush on the mouth, 
and a stream of blood followed, is'el- 
son presented a gory picture as the 
blood covered him from head to foot. 
The round ended in AVolgast's favor. 
He never feared to mix It up with the 
champion, and appeared to gain con- 
fidence as the battle progressed. 

Round 33— In a clinch AA'olgast 
drove three lights to the stomach 
and with his left peppered away at 
Nelson's damaged eye. AVoIgast then 
swung two rights to the same place 
and Nelson was half blinded, his 
blows were wild, and he found It dif- 
ficult to locate tho Milwaukee lad. 
They mixed it, and AVoIgast planted 
two rights full tilt in the stomach, 
and Nelson clinched. Nelson could 
see with one eye only, the other be- 
ing out of commission. It was all 
AA r olgast's round. Nelson's efforts to 
land were feeble. 

Round 31— Both came up quickly 
and had to bo pried from a clinch. 
Bets were offered at even at this 
stage, with no Nelson money in sight. 
AVoIgast peppered the battler's sore 
face and varied this with right and 
left short arm rips to the stomach. 
Nelson seemed to have lost all his 
vim and seldom made any determined 
effort to land. The inen closed in, and 
AVoIgast started blood spouting from 
the champoin's mouth by two well di- 
rected jolts. AA'olgast's round. 

Round 35 — Nelson was a sight as ho 
cume to the centre of the ring. All 
life seemed to have gone out of him, 
and although ho forced all his efforts 
were devoted to stopping tho blows of 
his adversary. AVoIgast started his 
arms going in whirlwind fashion, land- 
ing without return on the Dane's 
stomach. AVoIgast staggered the cham- 
pion with a terrific loft swing to the 
jaw, and Nelson nppeared to be going 
to pieces gradually. AVoIgast smashed 
with his right and hnd tho champion 
•groggy from a succession of rights 
and lefts to the jaw. The bell rang 
in the nick of time, saving the cham- 
pion from what looked like certain 
defeat. 

Round 3G — Nelson came weak. Ho 
waded in but could not see AVoIgast. 
The latter danced around tho. cham- 
pion like a jumping jack, sending In 
punch after punch. Nelson almost 
tottered Into a clinch, but AVolgust 
fought warily, and too kno chances of 
the battler stalling. AVoIgast played 
for the body and head alternately, 
but his blows were not strong enough 
for a knockout. Nelson almost fell 
into his chair as the round ended. 

Round 37 — AVoIgast took no chances, 
apparently fearing that the champion 
was feigning weakness. AVoIgast 
Jarred Nelson with three right punches 
to the Jaw, and Nelson could hardly 
come back. They met in tho middle 
of the ring, with Nelson swinging like 
a babe and AVoIgast landing with good 
and clean punches. Nelson's ability to 
stem the tide was wonderful. 'AVoIgast 
I'.Imost sent the champion through the 
ropes with a right to the jaw. Nelson 
tottered about the ring helpless and 
AVoIgast sent In smash after smash, 
and bell sounding saving Nelson from 
a knock out. 

Round 3S— Nelson a pitiful sight as 
be staggered to tho centre of ring. 
Wolgast appealed to be in no hurry to 
complete 'his .work. Robinson at this 
stage, appeared to throw up the 
sponge, but the other Nelson seconds 
took the sponge from him and threw 
in tho bucket. Nelson to all intents 
and purposes was a beaten man, and 
it required the efforts of all his senses 
to stave off his inevitable defeat. 
Both men were covered from head to 
feet with the Dane's blood and the j 
arena soon became a shambles, AVol- ' 
gast peppered away at the disintegrat- 
ing champion and the crowd yelled it- 
self hoarse for the Mllwaukeean to 
finish his man, and the agony. Their 
cries wore mingled with expressions of 
pity for Nelson. Betting two to one in 
favor of AVoIgast. 

Round 30 — Wolgast appeared loathe 
to put in the finishing touches. Ho 
jabbed Incessantly at the battler's 
anatomy and again the blood llowed 
in a stream. Nelson tried to mala; a 
last effort, but It was only a fleeting 
moment and he again quickly subsid- 
ed and could scarcely hold his hands 
up. AVoIgast almost sent Nelson to 
the door, landing blow after blow on 
the defenceless champion's face. Ring 
followers said ther never had seen 
such an exhibition of gameness as 
was displayed with Nelson. Referee 
Smith said he would stop the fight in 
tlie next round if Nelson's seconds 
didn't. 

Round 40 — AVoIgast backed away, 
looking for an opening for a final 
blow. He smashed tho beaten cham- 
pion on the Jaw with the right, put- 
ting all his remaining strength In tho 
blow. Nelson tottered and was on tho 
point of collapsing whon Referee 
Smith stopped tho light and gave the 
light to AVoIgast. Nelson tried to 
shake the. hand of his conqueror, but 
was so weak he was quickly dragged 
to his corner.
